several reasons. The average home has longer the enor- 
mous educating power that possessed the days our 
fathers. The average city family longer meets three times 
day; the members longer together the church 
Sunday, some social event week-day evening. The 
tasks the old-fashioned home have now largely departed 
the mill, factory store, the great farms the West; 
and many homes there skilled labor which the 
children can join. 

The church finds itself beset novel barriers, owing 
racial diversities the population New England, and large 
section the population not regularly reached its 
ministration. 

These changes throw added responsibility upon the 
schools, now undertake much that was formerly 
achieved church and home. cannot content with 
mere facility the use the tools civilization. demand 
the schools development wholesome personality, 


courage, sincerity and reverence, and the unfolding true 


manhood and womanhood. But such demand implies strong 
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personality our teachers. The greatest problem the 
educational world how secure and retain the strongest 
minds the work teaching. 

shall not direct these strong minds the teacher’s 
calling mere expedients prizes. pension system for 
all teachers advocated many tempting bait; but 
forget that pensions the long run will reduce salaries, 
least will prevent them from rising? More vacation advo- 
cated those who not realize the portentous wastefulness 
the present vacation system America. 

The great need, believe, relate the teacher’s task 
the one hand the great thinkers and leaders the past, and 
relate the progress society to-day. The first these 
requisites means that education must rooted deep phil- 
osophy. Our educational fads spring quickly, because they 
have deepness earth. They dwindle and vanish quickly, 
because not based sound psychology, not equipped with 
logical method, not rooted any consistent philosophical 
world-view. Less emphasis school methods, and more 
broad philosophical training will give men and women 
larger culture and stronger personality our schoolhouses. 

The second requisite make the world see how the teacher 
transforming human life. When Napoleon declined talk 
with Pestalozzi, the ground that would not bother with 
teaching fell into the pit which always awaits the 
man force the presence the man ideas. Itis the 
language which has given the volcanic and world- 
shaking utterances Byron and Victor Hugo, Ibsen and Tol- 
stoi. the science which has transformed the face 
civilization, covered the continents with steel rails and 
threaded the ocean with steel nerves. 

conference like this should lift each teacher out the 
routine the year, and make all see the roots our work 
the great thinkers the past, and the fruitage our work 
the steady growth truth and justice through the world.

leges, putting themselves the way completing 
the course four years less. What percent- 
age these freshmen return college for 
second year? This interesting question, 
amply proven letters received from many 
college authorities. One official writes, ‘‘I not sure how 
(his college) will rate with other colleges about the same 
general size, but shall glad learn your Another 
writes, question you are investigating one which 
have been very much interested for long time;’’ and third 
says, may add that have been studying the 
little myself recently, and shall glad know the conclusions 
you arrive

Other colleges were omitted because their conditions differed 
from those the colleges named above that comparison 
would not great value. attempt has been made 
draw. conclusions, discover why the per cents vary 
different colleges. For the present, least, sufficient 
attempt statement the facts only, for the investigation 
was not made order prove any pet theory but simply 
determine the facts. percents. The num- 
bers given indicate, for the colleges, the per cent the fresh- 
men who returned the college second time. 
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The first column for the classes 1908, the second for 
the classes 1909, the third for the classes 1910, and the 
fourth for the classes 1911. The fifth column column 
averages, each number being the average the nearest per 
cent the numbers its left. 

The method investigation was follows: The six college 
catalogues, directories address lists from 1903 and 1904 
those 1908 and 1909 were used. 

Taking the lists freshmen given the catalogue for 1904 
and 1905, and crossing out all names the list which appear 
the catalogue the previous year, have the number upon 
which based the per cent. This gives the most probable 
number new freshmen the college, though possibly this 
may incorrect, the case pupil who fails promo- 
tion, remains out college for year more and then returns 
negligible, and may appear any college, would not 
materially affect the comparative per cents. 

Next the lists students the catalogue the year 1905- 
1906 was examined see how many so-called new freshmen 
the previous year were registered the college. the case 
Radcliffe, that number was found per cent the 
number new freshmen the previous year. other words, 
there were pupils registered Radcliffe freshmen the 
catalogue for the year 1904-1905. Examining the catalogue 
the previous year find one the the college that year, 
thus giving the number new freshmen entering the 
fall 1904. these 72, were found somewhere the 
catalogue for the next year, 1905-1906, that the 
returned Radcliffe. Sixty-nine divided gives .96, 
which will call the retention per cent, and the first per 
cent given the table. 

should noticed that was not the number freshmen 
who became sophomores. the number those new 
freshmen who returned the college for the second year, and 
they will found among the freshmen, sophomores, juniors 
and specials. 

Above all things, not think that the per cents indicate the 
comparative sizes the freshman and sophomore classes. This 
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caution seems necessary, for although the method 
investigation had been thoroughly explained the college 
authorities when the request was made for the catalogues, yet 
one case where the data had been worked out the college 
authorities themselves, they stated that one class two more 
were graduated than entered the class its freshman year. 
This, course, was fact; but was comparison the size 
the senior class with the size the class its freshman 
year, counting all those who had fallen back, who had 
gained year, who had come with advanced standing 
from other colleges. This data were not looking for, and 
our retention per cent indicates, stated before, the per cent 
those who entered certain year returning the college 
students any class for the next year. 

These per cents vary from the University Vermont, 
class 1908, the Radcliffe and Yale classes 1908, 
while the averages the per cents for the four classes vary 
from for the University Vermont for Radcliffe. 

The number the bottom each column the average for 
that column, and shows that the colleges considered, per 
cent per cent the average the retention per cents for 
each class. 

seems that from per cent per cent the freshmen 
these colleges not return for second year, and that 
the average between per cent and per cent fresh- 
men fail return for second year the college their first 
choice. 

The average the per cents for the four classes all the 
colleges about per cent, eight colleges having greater 
per cent than that, and ten lower per cent, while one half 
the colleges have more than 834 per cent, and one half less than 
that per cent. 

may interesting also know the percentage the 
entering classes that return for the third and fourth years. 
These figures were determined for the class 1908 throughout 
the whole course; including the fourth year those registered 
for the fourth year plus others the same entering class pre- 
viously registered seniors. may thought that figures 
for only one year are great value, but these figures for 
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any given college vary but slightly from year year, that 
the figures for one year are, after all, fairly accurate indication 
the average. 

Eighty-four per cent the freshmen these colleges return 
for second year, per cent for third year, and per cent 
become seniors reach their fourth year college. These 
figures vary the second year from for the University 
Vermont for Yale and Radcliffe; the third year, from 
for the University Vermont for Yale, and the 
fourth year, from for the University Vermont for 
Radcliffe. 

Finally, for this class 1908, about 1-6 dropped out before 
the beginning the second year, 1-4 before the beginning 
the third year, and about 1-3 before the beginning the 
fourth year; and these numbers, 1-6 held good the average 
for the colleges for all the four years. 

After this array dry statistics which has been greatly con- 
densed, may perhaps remember the main facts, that the 
three fractions, 1-6, 1-4 and 1-3 are roughly the parts the 
freshmen that have dropped out the end the first, second 
and third years respectively, and that about one half those 
who drop out leave before beginning the second year. 

Table table per cents, giving for each college the 
per cent the entering class that remained for the years indi- 
cated the head the columns, except that the fourth 
column given the per cent for those who have been seniors 
before the fourth year, plus the fourth-year students. 

The figures the second column are not the same those 
table for the same year, because table the 100 per cent 
the first column includes all who were registered freshmen 
the fall 1904 regardless the fact that some them may 
have been registered before, whereas table the repeaters 
were not counted. 

third table for five other New England colleges given 
and contains the same data table average per 
cents are lower, but one fact noticeable for the college 
both tables, namely, least one half all who leave, drop out 
before beginning the second year.

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College Failures: The Responsibility the 
School and the Home

general subject for discussion this afternoon, 
according the program, the College Fresh- 
man, and, although not announced, un- 
derstand the particular topic that engage 
our attention the freshman who makes failure 
his college course. are, believe, at- 
tempt fix the responsibility for such failures 
between the home, the school and the college. 
Although the preliminary paper deals with the question the 
survival the freshman college, should not taken for 
granted that all college failures are embraced the class 
those who leave without completing the course. the con- 
trary, many men spend their four years study and graduate 
with their class, who have made anything but success their 
college work; succumbing the various distractions 
college course, and failing develop all their powers, 
mental and moral, they have cultivated habits shiftlessness 
that may cling them all their lives. have diploma, 
sure, but lack the disciplined mind for which diploma 
supposed stand, and therefore are practical failures, 
although not published the world. the other hand, 
the boy who forced through poverty, ill health domestic 
difficulties leave college after gallant struggle prepare 
himself for its advantages, should far from considering 
failure. Indeed, not infrequently makes better record 
the world than the purposeless youth means who the aid 
tutors holds his place his class and proclaimed Bachelor 
Arts. 

The colleges are paying more attention recent years 
their and that list are found some the 
most loyal friends the institution. While are the sub- 
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ject, permit supplement the statistics furnished the 
last speaker with some facts that may interest concerning 
the non-graduates Wesleyan University. have had occasion 
look into the matter recently, and find that per cent 
those who entered Wesleyan since its founding 1831 failed 
graduate. The proportion non-graduates the total 
number entering has been, decades, follows: 1830-1840, 
per cent; 1840-1850, 424 per cent; 1850-1860, per cent; 
1860-1870, per cent; 1870-1880, per cent; 1880-1890, per 
cent; 1890-1900, per cent; 1900-1910, 334 per cent. That is, 
beginning with loss the first decade about per cent, 
the proportion non-graduates gradually and regularly fell 
per cent, then the decade just closing rose again 
per cent. the last four years, should added, the pro- 
portion was high percent. This recent increase the 
proportion non-graduates disquieting fact for which 
have heard satisfactory explanation, unless the growing 
expense fraternity life. have figures from other colleges 
bearing this point except from Williams, where seems that 
the senior enrollment this year (class 1910) comprises only 
per cent those admitted the class four years ago; and 
the case the 1909, the enrollment the senior 
year was only per cent the freshman enrollment. These 
proportions are much smaller than the case any the 
previous classes back 1890, the average all these classes 
being per cent. should appear from inquiry that 
other colleges similar increase the proportion non-grad- 
esting subject for investigation whether the increase 
due some general cause, for example, the recent rise 
the cost living, whether each case has been due 
local conditions. 

Some years ago wrote all the men who had dropped out 
Wesleyan from the five classes just previously graduated, 
asking for statement their reasons for leaving. 
The replies were most interesting. The most notable feature 
was the regret expressed over lost opportunities,—the lamenta- 
tion over shortsightedness. From the replies received, and 
from study such data are file the college office, 
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came the conclusion that apart from questions discipline 
and poor scholarship (and these, the way, not include 
any means the majority the cases, least with us), the 
chief reasons why men leave college are, order frequency, 
(1) lack money; (2) ill health student parents; (3) the 
desire into business without devoting further time study. 
(It should added here that increasingly large number 
boys are coming college with the avowed intention spend- 
ing only one year, their purpose being join fraternity and 
get taste college life.) Many non-graduates, believe, 
might have been saved the college; and general agree 
with Mr. Birdseye that our college ‘‘waste altogether 
too large proportion our product. shall try suggest 
later method which seems much the waste 
might made productive. 

With the premise, then, that not all who leave college during 
the course are classified failures, come the con- 
sideration those who are clearly entitled described. 
The College Failure—what sad picture the term calls the 
mind those who administrative officers have labored 
vain and have reaped but harvest broken promises; who 
must meet the disappointed parents who have, many cases, 
made serious sacrifices gain education for their children 
and have not only failed secure adequate return for what 
they have expended, but must also suffer the pain and disgrace 
their boys’ return home under the displeasure the college 
authorities. College failures are various types. are 
failures scholarship and failures character. There are 
positive and negative failures. positive failure scholar- 
ship may defined one who, through inadequate prepara- 
tion, ignorance how study, laziness, dropped from 
college, being unable keep with his class; negative 
failure scholarship one who, though may graduate, has 
not obtained from the college course what his natural ability 
might have made possible,—an honor man nature, but 
member the last third his class choice; the term in- 
cludes those who, frequently the advice friends, and some- 
times even their parents, come college with the idea that 
study secondary consideration, and that the best education 
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derived from intercourse with one’s fellows, and from 
engaging without restraint the distractions, athletic and 
other, college life. failure character 
made known the world the action the faculty sus- 
pending expelling for immorality breach college rules; 
the negative failures character are much more numerous, 
they are known few outside their immediate circle 
acquaintances. They comprise the young men who fail 
take the place which they might the moral life the com- 
munity; who lack strength will resist public opinion when 
takes wrong direction, and who let themselves drift with 
the tide, instead striking out independent course. 
They are the sport every random impulse, and the prey 
every casual temptation. They fail build for themselves 
strong characters, and they leave college flabbier morals than 
when they entered. 

Failure scholarship the large majority cases asso- 
ciated with failure character; few unfortunate youths, 
sure, discover after entering college that nature did not 
intend them for studious pursuits, and they leave and 
back the farm enter business career with characters 
unimpeached; but most the boys dismissed for failure 
scholarship might, judgment, have succeeded, were 
not for faults character which will make them equally failures 
whatever else they undertake life. 

Our discussion to-day intended, presume, deal pri- 
marily with the freshman who makes positive failure, 
scholarship character, and who dismissed from college; 
and are endeavor determine the responsibility for such 
failures between the home, the school and the college. 
shall not able, feel sure, fix the blame absolutely and 
entirely upon any one the three. it, varying 
degrees, according individual cases. forone, far from 
claiming that the free from responsibility for those 
whom brands failures. Undoubtedly the colleges have 
their shortcomings, some which have been pointed out 
recent writers. Mr. Flexner, his book the American Col- 
lege, gives three reasons why the twenty-three-year-old graduate 
American college is, says, sadly inferior the 
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twenty-year-old student German gymnasium. First, the 
routine imposed the schools the colleges suppresses the 
individuality which undertakes develop; second, the elec- 
tive system failure the college itself and prevents proper 
articulation between school and college studies; third, the teach- 
ing the colleges has suffered from the encroachment the 
lecture system and the research methods the graduate school 
university. Mr. Birdseye, his book Individual Training 
our Colleges, finds conditions ina sad state compared with 
the education number years ago, and proposes business 
man’s remedy his second book College Reorganization. 

Whether the college itself failure not, may ques- 
tion; cannot, must admit, escape heavy responsibility for 
those whom turns away from its doors failures. the 
first place, most, not all colleges and universities are eager 
for students. decrease the student enrollment con- 
sidered calamity. Some people think college can 
great college unless large college. Undoubtedly many 
colleges fail adopt enforce strict entrance requirements, 
and are slow weeding out undesirables, through desire for 
numbers. Such policy will produce plentiful crop fail- 
ures. Secondly, the colleges would have fewer failures, 
believe, they enforced higher standard work and catered 
less the element mediocrity. Many students would 
better work they had more work do. The reason why 
some men accomplish little the college course that there 
school; they are not driven their best but are allowed 
dawdle through college with half the intellectual effort which 
they will find necessary put forth when they enter into 
competition with other bright men for success professional 
life. The colleges would have fewer failures they insisted 
steady, hard work. 

But there one particular which, judgment, colleges 
are decidedly negligent, and that their lack oversight 
over individual mean way friendly advice, 
not espionage. ama thorough believer the honor system 
and student government, but not think either implies 
that college youths are left alone fight their battles with 
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such aid they may get from friendly but comparatively inex- 
perienced upper classmen. College students like refer 
themselves ‘‘men’’; the officers college, fear, are too 
ready take them their own valuation and thus escape the bur- 
den responsibility. College freshmen are men only the 
sense that they have contend incipient appetites and 
passions manhood, while lacking the judgment and firmer will 
that maturity brings. The administrative officers college 
esteem point honor these days leave their students 
work out their own salvation. shut their eyes the evil 
practices that prevail all our colleges until forced take 
action some public exposure. The upper classmen frater- 
nities may much for their younger members, but weak 
freshman delegation means weak fraternity three years later. 
Individual upper classmen frequently come the college presi- 
dent other officers for advice their efforts preserve 
morality among believe college officers ought 
not wait approached, but that some form organiza- 
tion should perfected every college whereby each fraternity 
group students should have adviser, officially desig- 
nated the faculty, look after their needs; that the principle 
faculty advisers for studies should extended cover 
students’ morals; that faculty advice should not cease when the 
studies for the year are selected but should available every 
day the college year. choice the adviser would have 
infinite tact each case, who could put himself the place 
the student, struggling with temptation, and stand him like 
brother, instead calmly viewing his misdeeds from the 
judicial chair the faculty meeting after some college prank 
serious act immorality has been detected. many under- 
graduates and alumni have emphasized the desirability 
closer relation between faculty and students that only 
that direction, convinced, lies the proper solution this 
difficult question. The president alone cannot the work. 
His other duties—executive, administrative, financial and repre- 
sentative—absorb too much his time and energy. The dean 
has all can attend dealing with the cases violation 
college rules. The preventive work, sure, can best 
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done acommission members the faculty,—young, ener- 
getic, sympathetic,—older brothers the student body, work- 
ing, course, conference with each other and with the 
president. 

But must not dwell longer the shortcomings the col- 
lege; they will doubtless all pointed out the next speaker. 
the college alone blame for its failures? Are all the boys 
who enter from the schools each year studious and moral 
youths,—easy victims, reason their innocence, the 
defilements college You, who know them, will admit 
that some them have little learn dissipation and idle 
habits. Years ago, boys came college the age twelve 
thirteen, instead eighteen nineteen. The college exer- 
cised parental authority over them and might rightly held 
responsible for their lapses from virtue. But the days 
paternalism college have gone by, and the grown boys, 
half-grown men, who come now, especially those from the 
large cities, have acquaintance with the vices civilization 
which frequently makes them the teachers their older com- 
rades instead the taught. 

discussing some the respects which the school may 
charged with part least the responsibility college 
failures, let consider, first, failures scholarship. cer- 
tain proportion are due improper The New 
England College Entrance Certificate Board has done much 
improve the grade certificates, statistics show. Before 
the Board was organized greater proportion students 
admitted certificate failed college than those admitted 
examination. Now the converse the case, and properly 
so, for those who take examinations are most cases either 
students poor ability who have not reached certificate grade, 
students from schools not sufficiently equipped receive the 
approval the Board. But even yet, some New England 
principals and many outside New England, either through 
ignorance the college standards through lack proper 
judgment, certify boys college who are unable, spite 
honest endeavor, meet the college tests and are compelled 
leave. course the privilege thereupon withdrawn from 
the school, but, meantime, the college and the individual 
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students suffer. This not the place discuss the certificate. 


system. spite its weaknesses, which are striving 
correct, believe will ultimately employed all the col- 
leges exantinations, more probably, combination 
with them, though safe-guarded much better inspection 
schools than now possible. While the subject, however, 
may record opinion, which suspect not shared the 
majority colleagues the Certificate Board, that prin- 


cipal may fairly held responsible for the work the student. 


whom certifies, not only the particular subjects for-which 
issues but also respect general mental and 
even moral and physical equipment. hold that when 
principal signs the statement that boy well prepared his 
judgment undertake the work the freshman year given 
college, vouches for his capacity undertake new lines 
work well those which has already secured prelimi- 
nary training; and students are well prepared for college 
work, who have not the moral and physical strength their 
work well, the principal, believe, should withhold his endorse- 
ment from those whom has reason believe lacking 
these important qualities. 

Again, many college students become failures because 
the poor instruction they have received certain departments 
school work. While they may have the necessary natural 
ability, they experience difficulty all through college with Latin 
mathematics, for example, because the teacher the subject 
school was incompetent. Even the best schools are apt 
have some poor teachers the staff, and the weaker schools 


have many. 


When the head department college asked 


accept certificate for student his department, signed 
teacher who left his classes year two before with 
record approximate failure against him, not apt 
think highly the certificate system. Until the state some 
other adequate authority assumes the responsibility for decid- 
ing the qualifications teacher, behooves principals 
examine with the utmost care the recommendations can- 
didates for vacant positions. experience, the college 
record candidates seldom inquired into detail; least 


have not often been asked, Secretary the Faculty, give 
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the college standing the Wesleyan graduates who have 
secured positions teachers. Too often, believe, candidates 
are appointed the basis open general letters recom- 
mendation, reports teachers’ agencies, which, from the 
lack discrimination, the excess good nature, some 
college professors, are not worth the paper they are written on. 
would seem that the college might fairly ask that the teachers 
who are give preliminary training its students shall have 
specialized some extent the department which they are 
teach, and shall have made least fair record scholar- 
ship therein. college graduate who took only the required 
course Latin physics his freshman year, and made 
third grade it, scarcely qualified, one would say, take 
full charge the corresponding department school that 
prepares for college: and yet such appointments are 
means rare. 

But something more required real teacher than mere 
familiarity with his subject. have the broad outlook 
and the generous sympathy which will properly orient his 
students. many boys complain that they have never been 
taught how study. They struggle blindly from day 
day with their assigned tasks, never realizing the meaning 
all nor appreciating the relation study study, pre- 
liminary studies college work. are stimulated merely 
the desire get that haven rest, they consider it,— 
the college,—where troubles will forgotten the 
athletic social pleasures that gleam before them lure them 
on. The wise teacher should emphasize the true motive and 
the ultimate end study, and should hold steadily before these 
aimless spirits the true goal—that self-development. 
should decline grant petitions excused from examina- 
tion account high term standing—a practice that prevails, 
aware, many good schools, but which believe cannot 
defended pedagogic grounds, and which, think, 
responsible for not few failures college. The wise teacher 
should insist work for work’s sake—for the satisfaction 
conquering difficulty. should interest his pupils, but 
should not sacrifice thoroughness the claims interest. 
Education means work the hardest kind. 
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royal road Memorizing the parts Latin verbs, 
and repeating them day after day, lacking interest, but 
the college student will some day thank the teacher who kept 
him steadily that dreary for only through memorizing 
and repetition solid basis laid upon which build. And 
the mature student finds hard forgive his school teacher, 
who, through good nature mistaken intention interest 
amuse him, allowed him slight the fundamentals subject 
which can thereafter never satisfactory work. wish 
might have more stern discipline school and less the 
kindergarten idea that the pupils must interested and amused 
whatever happens. tendency some schools, fear, 
toward superficiality and lack concentration. The boys are 
not taught how use their minds properly. They not, for 
instance, think they should the class room, but repeat 
their lessons parrot-like fashion. have heard college 
professor who graduated forty years ago contrast the inability 
modern student make recitation with the facility and 
fluency with which, his day, boy would recite Butler’s 
Analogy, which does not lend itself mere

fault for this mental haziness and lack grasp, having sub- 
stituted largely the lecture for the recitation system; but 
after all the habit proper reasoning should formed the 
school, where pupils should made think clearly and logi- 
cally, and read intelligently. The slovenly spelling the 
day, which has received much comment the 
newspapers, would seem indicate lack thoroughness 
somewhere. 

else the colleges may demand the schools, they 
have right, think will all agree, expect thoroughness; 
and, speak frankly, are not getting have given 

asking the more difficult questions Latin grammar 
class freshman Latin for know that answers may ex- 
pected from only one two the have heard similar 
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complaints made teachers mathematics and physics, 
poor preparation the fundamentals. have over 
again college what should have been done thoroughly 
school. is, admit, fair defense against this charge that 
the range studies required, made optional, for admission 
the colleges, and the variation requirement between 
the several colleges, throw heavy burden the school 
curriculum that quality must sacrificed quantity; and 
hope the schools will continue insist reform these 
directions. The elective system, while excellent principle 
university, has accomplished much harm its too general 
application the quite different conditions the school and 
the college. 

true, has been said, that most the cases failure 
scholarship college are associated with failure character, 
the important question arises—What are the schools doing 
develop character? Are they trying produce not only good 
scholars, but also boys high moral purpose and strength 
will—boys able resist temptation and lead their weaker 
comrades the right path? have heard the criticism that 
many schools err either enforcing too strict discipline (and 
this more apt the case the private and military 
schools), not enforcing enough. Where very strict rules 
prevail, temptation great among the ingenious boys scheme 
evade them, and there limit the ingenuity school- 
boy. This practice evasion rules apt cling the boy 
gets older and finds the rules easier evade, though the 
penalty for their infraction more severe. the boy from 
the strictly governed school who most likely fail when 
confronted the liberty college surroundings. All outside 
restraint being removed, has not within him the necessary 
strong impulses toward the right. The high schools, suspect, 
many cases too far the other direction. Some princi- 
pals, know, from conversation with them, assume respon- 
sibility for the actions their pupils off the school grounds 
out school hours. Where the boy has good home and 
proper control exercised the parents, harm will come. 
But where such oversight lacking, too frequently the 
case, the result often anarchical disposition. have 
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known some boys chafe even under the mild restraints 
college discipline. They came college have their fling, 
and have never been taught proper submission governing 
authority. have often wondered whether schools could not 
more than they with the honor system and student govern- 
ment ideas, which are playing such important part to-day 
the development character some our colleges. There 
something the appeal honor system which calls out 
the best there boy’s nature; and for student govern- 
ment, have seen some almost hopeless cases the student 
body redeemed the responsibility put upon them caring 
for the conduct others. committee upper classmen 
the high school would undertake voluntarily some oversight 
over the lower classes, and would feel enough interest indi- 
viduals work with them, they knew they were forming bad 
habits, believe the feeling loyalty the school might 
increased and some boys’ characters built amazingly. 

There one respect which think discipline might 
properly more strictly enforced our schools, and that 
curbing the social and athletic activities the students.

Because college men have them, high 
school boys must have their class dances and their class 
their interclass debates and their interclass games, and 
all that goes college must imitated Even the 
Greek letter fraternities are being introduced into school life;

requirements for admission college, they did not have evi- 
dence every day, the cases their own children school, 
that time being frittered away expensive 
diversions. The energy thus expended, applied study, 
might reduce materially the number college failures. 

Little time remains consider the very important question 
the responsibility the home influence for college failures. 
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the college may charge the school with failure develop 
character, the school may rightly throw back large part the 
responsibility upon the home where, after all, the foundations 
character are laid. Indeed, the case high school 
students, the home influence continuous and predominant 
the time entrance upon college life. 

The great increase wealth and prosperity this country 
during the past fifty years has brought with new problem 
for the colleges—What with the rich man’s son? 
student body not now altogether poor boys seek- 
ing education for later professional use, but, some the 
older New England institutions especially, largely composed 
the sons the wealthy the well-to-do, who send their 
boys college for social rather than intellectual reasons. 
not mean say any means that all rich boys prove failures 
college, but will say that seldom find poor boy who 
makes failure college course; most the failures, 
experience, especially character, have been either well- 
to-do students those who have been led into extravagant 
habits their fellows who have too much money spend. 
experience good many years large and small col- 
lege, Harvard and Wesleyan, has convinced that for the 
best results the formation habits self-denial within 
proper bounds and hard intellectual work, allowance 
eight hundred dollars year ample the case the larger 
and more expensive institutions, and that five hundred dollars 
year will make student the smaller college comfortable 
needs the time life when comfort not the 
most necessary ingredient happiness. The first Wesleyan 
catalogue, published 1831, contained this appeal: 
and guardians are earnestly advised that youths have very little 
need spending money. When will parents learn that 
money, the pockets inexperienced youths, suicidal 
dagger, that oftener than otherwise destroys scholarship, char- 
acter, health and For rhetorical reasons these sentences 
have been omitted from the recent issues the catalogue, but 
spirit they are applicable ever. can recall several 
cases boys who were going wrong college, but who, 
the general opinion, were saved through the act their parents 
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cutting their allowance two the suggestion the col- 
lege authorities. interesting note this connection 
that, apart from questions morals, the best intellectual work 
done college, the whole, students small means. 
Recent investigations Yale and elsewhere have proved this. 
the nineteen honors awarded men the Wesleyan 
Commencement, eleven went non-fraternity men—nearly all 
poor pocket but certainly able hold their own intellec- 
tual competition. Thus the twenty-seven per cent the class 
who were not members fraternities carried off fifty-eight per 
cent the honors. 

But besides having too much money for their own good and 
that others, rich boys college are handicapped another 
respect, and are danger swelling the number college 
failures. They have, many cases, home and expensive 
private schools, been impressed with the notion that they can 
have what they want without working for it. easy-going 
father, especially not himself college graduate, apt say 
that his boy need not study Greek any other subject that 
finds difficult. are tutors had, who, 
ation, will provide his son with pre-digested intellectual nutri- 
ment, and the indulgent father smooths the boy’s way 
through college, hopes through life, the liberal use 
money. Colleges not oppose the coming the wealthy 
boys; would short-sighted for them so, for from 
such alumni come later the gifts that build the institution. 
Their coming, does, however, bring with new problems, such 
the college fifty years ago, which young men came, 
instead being sent, seldom had face. School teachers, 
most whom these days are college graduates, can much 
relieve the colleges the pressure the worst these cases 
emphasizing the fact that college the place for hard work 
—that the battle not over soon the entrance examina- 
tions are passed, but that the colleges expect, and are more and 
more insisting on, devotion first all study. The side- 
shows, President Wilson calls them, are being gradually 
relegated their proper place, and when, the near future, 
may hope, the era inflation has passed,—when the large uni- 
versities become very large unmanageable and the 
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small college returns its own,—we shall perhaps find faculty 
strong enough scrutinize rigorously applicants for admission, 
reject absolutely all who are unfitted for college work, and 
insist firmly high standard work from every man 
college pain dismissal. Only that perhaps Utopian 
day shall find college with few failures. 

From the nature the topic assigned has been neces- 
sary find fault with certain existing conditions. should 
not wish, however, considered pessimist educational 
matters. With all their failings, believe the boys who come 
college to-day, are, the whole, better prepared for college 
training than were those who entered twenty-five thirty 
ago, just believe the modern college graduate 
better all-around man than was quarter century since. 
Nor should care classed with those college professors, 
whom college president has remarked that find 
difficulty every solution but never contribute solution 
any There is, believe, solution for the difficul- 
ties which must admit confront our educational work, 
and have ventured this paper suggest that 
found the following directions: the part the college, 
greater strictness admitting students and more care watch- 
ing over them individually all through the course; the part 
the schools, greater care the principals certifying 
students college and choosing teachers, and more insis- 
tence teachers hard and thorough work; and finally, 
the part both teachers and parents, greater emphasis the 
point that college place for serious and steady work, and 
not social athletic club whither men resort for purposes 
pleasure rather than profit.

receiving critical scrutiny; when unexampled 
foundations are being established for its security 
and enrichment; when unparalleled gifts, both 
public and private, are being poured into college 
treasuries, there widespread questioning and 
serious doubt whether education practised 
this country educates, whether lavish equipment, minute atten- 
tion mechanic details, and the almost universal largess

have not weakened the forces that make for true learning, and 
partially obscured the ends intellectual training, and ren- 
dered them ineffectual and futile. The results must unsatis- 
factory indeed when President Wilson, Princeton, finds 
great gulf fixed between the average college student and the 
agencies employed the college make study and learning 
attractive the undergraduate,—a gulf that the normal college 
boy the day seems not only find impassable, but appears 
well disinclined attempt the passage of. The 
tutorial system and the other devices connect the undergrad- 
uate Princeton with its sources highest power have not 
yet yielded the noble and gracious fruits learning. The 
situation, viewed the daily press, epitomized 
recent newspaper squib, which wittily President 
Wilson accused some malevolent actually 
trying make educational institution out Princeton.

observes, regarding what justified calling ‘‘the enor- 
mous opportunities for education our universities,’’ 
the immediate problem before bring the undergraduates 
make the best use them; for the benefit college educa- 
tion student consists not the abundance opportunities 
neglects, but those which takes 

observed the outset that our topic human its charac- 
ter, and hence vital. Has not the human element education 
been too much neglected our schools and colleges recent 
vears? yet with the human that deal; about 
the human that all our methods and strivings and energies 
revolve. may that times have been too much con- 
cerned with the rougher instrumentalities which results are 
achieved. New England college presidents, 
his address the opening the Kingsley Laboratories the 
Worcester Academy several years ago, called the apparatus 
that great workshop its soul. did not fully agree with him 
then, nor now, though knew his meaning. have had 
the wrong perspective times, and have forgotten somewhat 
the live boy with whom and for whom work. 

But have him this afternoon,—the central object our 
the College Freshman, three courses; served and garnished 
three different ways, not merely suit the taste, but 
meet the urgent need suggested our topic. The discussion 
his needs ought deeply interesting well inspiring 
and fruitful. 

The college freshman genus with many species,—with 
enough general traits establish deep similarities, and enough 
differentiations prove these very dissimilarities his 
humanity. comes college to-day troops, sent there 
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often with clear reasons either his parents his own,— 
organism quivering, eager curiosity, keen for the new 
life before him, ignorant it, and misinformed about it, but 
which, through the traditions that have trickled down him 
his preparatory school, believes untrammeled life, 
with little definite compulsion, and with little impera- 
tive duty and College life often 
means him delicious mixture abandonment old stand- 
ards and scruples conduct with acceptance new criteria 
life; deep plunge into the struggle athletics and the 
mysteries fraternity experiences; the formation friend- 
ships largely through these this first and principally, 
along with modicum study and work, which, has had 
what humorously enough calls ‘‘a college expects 
dispose with little effort. Unless brings college with 
him strong purpose, and the bright torch burning ideal 
learning and power through study and scholarship, apt 
wander much his course through wilderness crowding 
opportunities where finds path blazed for him some 
fine spirit who has preceded. 

Often comes college immature use 
enlightening phrase Dean knows evil, 
and thinks evil himself others. Perhaps has not 
eaten the fruit the tree good and evil, and, did our 
primal parents paradise, falls before the speciousness evil. 
The fruit the tree seemed good Eve. 

Often the very variety the aboundingly rich choices life 
perplexes and embarrasses him. would choose wisely, but 
inexperienced and ignorant. would select from the good 
about him; but his lack judgment, with many appeals 
being made him, either makes choice, answers the 
wrong call, and lost either worthful ambition simple 
goodness and righteousness life. 

may be, the very outset absorbed the wrong 
group; enters the wrong fraternity, that from the beginning 
looks college life from the wrong point view; really 
denies himself, denied power environment the 
chance for the wisest choice; finds that the ideals with which 
came college have perished, and finally perceives that 
lower ideals have been substituted almost unconsciously. 
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Here the most critical point the life the college boy. 
the very threshold his new experience lies the watershed 
his life with its two inclines sloping away before him. 
which direction shall the current his energies and ambitions 
set? Will meet first the impulse toward the great treasures 
college privilege and responsibility, the impulse toward 
license life which mistakes for liberty, forgetting, not 
knowing, that law The young 
Hercules, true, met the crossways life the charming 
form folly; but coincidently there appeared him the 
chaste figure virtue. The lower appeal was made, but the 
voice the higher appeal also rang his ears, and was 
not disobedient the higher vision. 

may said, and already has been said here to-day, that 
the college career will determined the continuing influ- 
ences home and school, which, wise and strong, have 
already graved clear lines the boy’s character. This some- 
times happily true; but the same sign those earlier im- 
pressions, unfortunate, have been just mordant, and have 
bitten deep into the texture the boy’s moral nature. 

The first point contact between the boy and the college 
apt the determining point contact. Right here the 
saving and inspiring forces the college should found; the 
vision its noblest ideals should welcome and greet him. The 
first sketch college life which the mind the freshman 
draws should true and attractive possible. Now, 
ever, its illusions should hold him under their impalpable but 
potent spell. 

But how? This the significant question. While all 
agree, are asking how can this accomplished? How 
shall the invisible college, which the real college, with its 
intellectual and spiritual outlines be-brought early his career 
the boy’s consciousness? How can the grosser college, the 
college crude imaginings and perverted ideals kept hidden, 
veiled the very splendor the visions the noble men, 
who hold clear learning’s ideals for the enlightenment all the 
sons her adoption? The latter college low ideals 
often seen; the former often obscured. other words, 
how can the freshman brought early into contact with the 
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spiritual forces college life, for they are the energizing and 
saving forces? 

Education first and last its truest conception and aims 
the process modifying and training human life for useful 
and unselfish service men. great modern English edu- 
cator has said that the supreme end school and college life 
‘‘to teach men the art getting with their 
This reminds what Milton his Tractate Educa- 
tion calls compleat and generous Apart 
from all questions methods, where opinions and practices 
differ widely, for the calling the teacher can least 
all consent dogmatists, since profession where the 
humility the open mind must preserved, apart from all 
considerations the specific uses which college course 
devoted, the question the men who are stand nearest 
the boy enters college, from whom instruction 
received, and ideals life are gained, from whose per- 
sonality the unconscious influence noble character and fine 
breeding are stream, the question vital and highest 
importance. The college atmosphere, attractive this may 
be, not itself enough. There should before the boy,

and are reminded the true privileges being college men, 
and warned against the dangers their freer life. exten- 
sive scheme carefully selected tutors begun Princeton; 
freshman dormitories are projected Harvard. All this 
movement the right direction, suggestion that the colleges 
are beginning see that freshmen are but men the making, 
barbarians you will, who need the impress 
and uplift mature but elders. But these things 
alone are inadequate. There should the constant applica- 
tion the forces fine character and noble personalities. 
The lack this the most serious defect American college 
life to-day. grapes cannot gathered from thorns, more 
can strong and lovely characters fashioned incompetents, 
teachers who themselves have never been fired and sus- 
tained the mighty power high ideals. The merely moral, 
the narrowly learned instructor impotent kindle 
noble purpose and lofty ambition his pupil burnt-out 
fuse would cast light into the dark places earth. 

Years ago crossed the ocean with tiny, shriveled man 
twenty-five years, whose shoulders were even then bending 
under the weight honors Ph.D. just won great 
American university. inquiry his shipmates learned that 
his doctor’s thesis had been Compounds 
strangely vigorous theme for juiceless and enemic man. 
was spend year Germany widen still further the 
bounds his knowledge this, for him, inappropriate field 
alma mater. made bold ask him what use meant 
make the ‘‘Compounds when faced seething 
freshman class. thought there might be, him, remote 
use the verb with appropriate prefix. later 
proved, there was, for was ‘‘thrown out’’ before the term 
was over, and once found his proper vocation the pre- 
carious life college coach, and writer elementary works 
Latin and Greek prose composition. This true narrative 
tale that points the moral. Mere information, even deep, 
accurate and recent not dynamic itself. The young man, 
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the old man, with the fullest knowledge and the freshest 
facts about his subject, not necessarily the best man, 
good man, instruct students any point the college curric- 
ulum, least all the freshman, the novice, who learning the 
first steps new intellectual life, under novel conditions 
freedom, who beginning taste the sweetness and the large 
privilege self-reliance and self-government. Now the 
time when should meet close relationship the wise 
mentor, sound experience, rich heart, generous out- 
look upon life, whom the youth will exclaim after each 
inspiring contact, know that have been with immortal 
god. From the day when Telemachus found himself finding 
Athena, there have been such guides youth, men, who 
the rich endowments their lives, have led young men 
search for the precious ore their own natures, and dis- 
cover the value their own possibilities. such men can 
said all reverence that their disciples unto them that 
they may have life, and that they may have more abundantly. 
man-making personality one member, standing over against 
the unknown, undeveloped, potent entity, whose value 
not doubted, disesteemed because unknown, but 
worked out and proved with wise patience. The men who 
are richest experience, fullest with red blood, possessed 
the spirit vicariousness, and with the large accumulations 
wisdom Professor Palmer’s ideal teacher, are the men who 
should first lay the hand guidance the boy enters 
college; not the tyro, not the intellectual Pharisee, not the man 
who has the conceit learning and not its true spirit serv- 
ice, not the man who through the narrowing tendency spe- 
cialization feels that the extent his knowledge leaves him 
superior the teaching young minds. 

you recall those men who college teachers laid you 
under obligation them through their power inspiration 
and fine enthusiasms? Were they fewormany? still 
exist, and their blessed work. How definite and clear are 
our grounds gratitude them. How they awakened certain 
hitherto dormant powers our natures. They were more than 
our intellectual foster-fathers; rather they were the begetters 
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some the children our dreams and ambitions. They 
fed the deep sources emotion, and lighted the fires high 
aspiration. 

But the poor teacher, who does not inspire, who dwarfs, and 
chokes, and kills! him former great president this 
university once remarked me: wish, sir, that all poor 
teachers had one neck, and that that neck were hand. 
would know what duty was, would proceed 
This remark was worthy Dr. Robinson, who further said 
intellectual birth recitation There again,— 
the great man, who had found himself, helping the young man, 
who had lived aimlessly through three years college life, 
find himself. 

formal, perfunctory system unproductive results, 
and helpless arouse desire for culture the young 
student, the dry specialist. ‘‘The letter killeth, but the 
spirit maketh true the realm the intellectual 
life that the more definitely spiritual. The fresh- 
man, well all other undergraduates, ought not placed 
under the deadening influence the mere expert specialist, 
under that dull routine. 

Are not the facts often follows, especially with freshmen, 
who come throngs college to-day? They come masses; 
they are received masses; they are dealt with practically 
large groups, far the vitally remedial forces the college 
are concerned; they receive occasional formal warning from 
the instructor, rarer word from the dean, who may 
altogether unfit man temperament deal with young men; 
they are patronized upper classmen while being ‘‘rushed”’ 
for fraternities; they become segregated gradually into social 
groups; they quickly catch certain aspects college life; 
are acted upon certain clamorous kinds college spirit, 
oftener than not the crude and more obvious ideals college 
loyalty expressed athletics; they begin breathe college 
atmosphere, perhaps not the atmosphere found the 
higher levels college life, where the finer enthusiasms and 
the nobler spirits dwell; they unconsciously and inevitably 
begin early help make the college atmosphere, which they 
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are pardoned thinking what they found and not 
what they have themselves partly made. does not 
many freshman for all, for some these reasons, for 
others that may occur you, find himself without knowing 
narrow, blind pocket the great world the college, 
partly his own making, kind intellectual cyst, which 
the actions and reactions college influences they have 
played upon him have encased him, and from which gener- 
ally escapes, escapes all, some unhappy disastrous 
experience; after much travail soul finally born into 
the high privileges college life, like one born out due 
season? have known many such experiences. 

Without exaggerating the duty the college these supreme 
ways serving its students, seeking emphasize this 
highest duty, that the influence such men you may 
used lead the college see and meet this duty first, and then 
the duties that follow this gravity. There other 
sure way reducing the wastes college Thomas 
Fuller his Holy and Profane State says that good 
teacher ‘‘studieth his scholars’ natures carefully they 
their and that may 
quickly make grammar boys’ First then comes 
personal association—companionship not expected— 
between the freshman and man attractive personality and 
seasoned character, who can lead the boy into the desire for 
the rewards that follow high aims and effective work. Too 
many college teachers regard the callow youth largely mate- 
rial for tests and examination, rather than unformed boy 
who goes college trained and instructed, and not 
merely quizzed and treated matter for experimentation. 
The great degree the doctorate, which the phrase made 
classic President Eliot, admits its holder into Society 
Scholars,’’ does not necessarily admit him into the guild 
wise and inspiring teachers. the emphasis laid this paper 
upon the value the human equipment the teacher, not 
feel that the value scholarship unprized. But often 
seems that the latter expected and demanded the college 
teacher the neglect the former. Scholarship without the 
personal aptitude love and teach the boy indeed ineffective 
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when applied the great profession teaching younger 
minds. 

There remain two other specific points discussed before 
reaching consideration the more general conditions col- 
lege life to-day, conditions which bound say not 
make out more hopeful case either for the college the 
student, weigh their significance. 

really think that there immense value President Lowell’s 
plan for freshman dormitories, far its scope can under- 
stood from the daily press. 

Class consciousness existed generation ago all New 
England colleges, and possibly exists some the 
smaller ones to-day, was one the very finest assets college 
life that awaited the freshman the beginning his student 
career. was palpable, throbbing influence, value 
taken into his life once, not like Phi Beta Kappa and gradu- 
ation honors remote and only possible. did not depend 
obscurely manipulated system awards proceeding from 
some special dispensation the faculty, nor like ultimate 
into student club dependent the esteem upper 
classmen. was him the clearest evidence that was 
member the college. Through was conscious once 
one the finest qualities unselfishness, that 
Through was come large degree his loyalty 
the college. His class was the college him for awhile, 
until growing experience brought him the further consciousness 
that was the college well the class. The first 
sweet taste the privilege being college man came 
this way. Have not the elective system and the very large 
numbers now found most freshman classes done much 
make impossible this sentimental sense the value the 
solidarity class relationships, especially the earlier years 
the course? Dormitories have not kept pace with the need 
them. They have given place too often society and club 
houses. Will not the average freshman classes all New 
England colleges form full third undergraduate enroll- 
ment? And these are scattered live considerable numbers 
off the campus, living and boarding apart, remote from the 
steady flowing stream college life, not acted it, rather 
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weakening because isolation, unorganized fragments 
system whose orbit they scarcely move. opinion, 
Harvard not the only college whose institutional life has 
grown weak the center, and whose extremities lessening 
stream red life blood flows. Three hundred and fifty fresh- 
men Dartmouth are nearly quite third the total enroll- 
ment that college. Are not the facts quite similar Brown 
and other colleges The preservation the spirit 
class consciousness most valuable mind, especially 
preserved under conditions where the true ideals educated 
men are cherished and cultivated. The college fraternity does 
not bring unmixed good the college, nor has for its own 
membership all the precious advantages which should found 
the close association men who are lovers the culture 
that comes from noble studies. Without depreciating all the 
value that should be, and often is, found college fraternities, 
have long felt that freshmen should never become their initi- 
ates, much for the sake the fraternity for that the 
freshman. state briefly, society should seek 
strengthen its membership material whose quality really 
unknown it, and prudent man would care enter fra- 
ternity, especially one that requires vows that may never 
declared, until knows thoroughly the character the men 
whose brotherhood share and protect. The need 
caution the freshman particularly great; great that 
would wish might never considered, and that the recruit- 
ing college fraternities might lower down the scale 
classes than the sophomore. then, the character, the 
breeding and fitness students are general established, 
least known, college life, and choices can made with 
much greater certainty being wise. the other hand, the 
freshman has become sophomore, and maturer; has 
escaped the foolish and demoralizing attentions that are now 
paid him his first appearance the campus; his experi- 
ence college life has armed him against the self-conceit 
easily acquired when being impressed with his virtues those 
who are him. believe that there are enough seri- 
ous failures college growing out the unwise methods 
pledging freshmen the fraternities justify all colleges, 
where this custom prevails, forbidding it. 
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The general character the discussion the afternoon will 
warrant glance the broader question college failures and 
college responsibility therefor. not inferred from 
this paper that the absolute failures and wrecks the lives 
college men are greater than the great world outside col- 
lege. very much doubted the ratio misspent 
lives college equals that the same number young men 
out college. have statistics, and statistics this point 
would difficult collect, and would misleading. The 
loss effective living college ought not equal that out- 
side the college walls. There hardly consideration that 
attaches college life that ought not favor the 
moral salvage the college boy. there wreckage, 
far too great one, college, where the environment, all 
were ideal, ought make for the highest safety and righteous- 
ness character along with culture and intellectual training. 

The Autocrat the Breakfast Table observes that study 
boy one should study his grandmother. other words heredity 
appreciable asset with which begin life. All char- 
acter cannot left environment, not even the environment 
the school. little volume addresses received recently 
from friend, Dr. Christian Muff, the most distinguished 
schoolmaster Germany, and the head the ancient and 
famous Landeschule Schulpforta Prussia, read: ‘‘But 
the school not the only factor education. than the 
school and along with goes the home. (Dr. Muff uses the 
significant compound Elternhaus.) Its influence should 
great and salutary. How many fathers have either the time 
desire concern themselves about their children? How many 
mothers have the inclination the aptitude train and edu- 
cate them? One must indeed content the home does not 
tear down what the school builds up. Not even environ- 
ing nature without influence, the neighborhood, the climate, 
the round world, which the child grows up.”’ 

the failure the home give the child ethical and 
spiritual impress deplored even Germany, where are 
wont believe that the excellence the old-fashioned virtues 
parental authority and filial respect and obedience still sur- 
vives, what thought said home training our 
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land where these same virtues have generally perished? 
The distinguished dean one our greatest universities, the 
Dean Deans, writes that successful college course begins 
several years before admission college, and the real causes 
failure antedate the boy’s preparatory school The 
true sequence the sources then from which boy should 
receive inspiration and training the home, and then the 
school, and then the college. failure either these three 
bases supply unfortunate indeed, and leaves impover- 
ished and weakened character. The earlier the failure, the 
more fundamental is. While absolute failures college are 
relatively few, large numbers fail make the most the rich 
privileges college life, and consequently leave college with 
little useful information and less real training. Many simply 
carry the spirit careless boyhood four years further into life 
along with the schoolboy standard doing just enough 
pass, and often with standard much less exacting than this. 
The college boy finds harder change his standards than 
does the boy business, because the attitude the average 
college boy toward work different from that the young 
man business. college boy surrounded other 
boys, who too often have the same low standards his own. 
relation the real business college life still boy. 
What the college boy often ‘‘goes for’’ are the diversions 
and not the true business the college. trouble rooted 
the home and American life. These are the views the 
dean one the greatest American universities. What 
the college youngster expects the college patient with, 
the standards duty and devotion routine and achieve- 
ment that hopes will accepted, would not tolerated for 
moment actual business hard-headed, practical men. 

rightly felt experienced college men that going 
college now far too general. toa generation ago families 
traditional culture and inherent taste were those from which 
boys largely went college. Then general clearly formed 
purpose and ardent ambition for definite profession 
belonged the youth entered college, and these armed 
him with will for serious work. Now the trivial and harmful 
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college team very common. The dean one the very 
best smaller colleges New England has received confessions 
from failing students that they avowedly came college for 
athletics and fraternity alone, and that admission the fra- 
ternity they have gladly dropped out college. motives 
for sending sons college have been frankly shared 
parents some instances. the deplorably low ideals 
with which some boys enter college are directly chargeable 
the general attitude American society toward college life, 
and toward what their sons should achieve college. 
notion all too general that the incapable and even the unfit 
boy should carried not only through the preparatory school, 
but through college well. May there not be, after making 
due allowance for the slow wit, too maudlin sentiment 
tempering the wind the shorn lamb, which results 
tendency, least, lower college requirements and standards 
the capabilities the weakest? the German Gymnasium 
and Realschule certainly the aim quite opposite this. 
There the teaching and tests are for the able boy; and the 
incompetent thrown aside. 

The mentally immature, well the frivolous, often énter 
college under the urgent advice parents. Such students, and 
those who are seriously deficient preliminary training, 
though earnest and ambitious, are incapable mastering 
theoretical work. The large technical schools, and the colleges 
that insist uniformly thorough work severe grade, are 
disinclined use patient and remedial measures such cases 
and require their withdrawal. such institutions the 
Massachusetts Institute Technology the required work 
the student really standardized and brought far nearer the 
requirements actual business life than the case colleges 
that give the A.B. degree. The social and fraternity and ath- 
letic life forced conformable the demands pro- 
fessional school. Could this not approximated the college 
that has broad cultural aims, the undoubted relations that true 
culture has with life, and the priceless value true culture 
could made first apparent and then attractive the college 
boy? Cannot college studies other words made inter- 
esting and exacting leave the student little inclination and 
little time for outside interests? 
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Then again, not the college directly responsible for some 
the depreciation ideals and purposes which meet the boy 
enters college? May not the abundance college opportu- 
nities too abundant? not, what then the occasion 
the point President Lowell’s already famous phrase that 
benefit college education student consists not the 
abundance opportunities neglects, but those which 
takes advantage.’’ This very sage observation must mean 
that President Lowell feels that opportunity Harvard has 
outrun the power the undergraduate’s wise use it. Where 
this over-abundance opportunity found, where espe- 
not the wide liberty choice studies found 
the elective system? not this point first all that 
President Lowell feels that wise compulsion should applied 
the student? 

have been confident for many years that the decadence and 
failure the ideals culture our American colleges are 
due too great license choose both the essentials and the 
unessentials college life. Opportunity the former 
means the chance the latter, inevitably the mind 
the immature boy the excessive liberty choice has tended 
gradually but surely depreciate values, bring values, the 
greater and the less, one deadening level, destroy the true 
perspective learned studies, and finally kill desire for 
knowledge, and make him incredulous the value learn- 
ing. Has not really come pass that far more liberty 
choice given the precocious freshman entering college 
than allowed wise and experienced school men choice 
paths which may send his boys into There are 
undoubted advantages, even blessings, wisely moderated 
and controlled elective system, when compared with the curri- 
culum forty years ago. has been the real leader 
the effort broaden the field college work, that the bounds 
human knowledge may widened, and that every earnest 
student find possible have his own peculiar taste and 
faculty met and trained even while receiving the more 
general culture found college. now fitly leading 
readjustment based generation-long experience. 

have said that the liberty too great the essen- 
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tials college life, and the non-essentials also. Has not 
the latter grown partially least from the former? would 
seem me. Lack incentive, and the compelling need 
concentration, means diversion, and dispersion interest 
and loss application. college deans have 
said them, ‘‘I was out for the crew,’’ ‘‘for the 
was running for such and such Here the 
inverted pyramid. The warm-blooded, impulsive, public spir- 
ited boy has seen things inverted, and basing the pyramid 
his college life the casual and incidental, instead the 
four-square the essential foundations. The worst is, 
that is, the worst from the point view the college, 
that the college authorities are largely responsible for this 
inversion. With them lies the responsibility for its correction 
and for wise readjustment. 

The heart man indeed harp thousand strings. 
not simple organism. answers with extreme sensitive- 
ness response the touch infinite motives and influences. 
Atavism sends its gulf stream power flowing through the 
young life; the home, where the first and most abiding impres- 
sions are received, begins the earliest moulding process that 
follows birth; the school receives the partly modeled figure; 
the subtle but sure. forces environment are the meanwhile 
ever operative, ‘‘encircling nature and the round world’’ with 
its myriad suggestions order, use and beauty; and ‘‘the 
church, which teaches the highest and the best, which provides 
man with luminous foregleams life and speaks with angel- 
friend, Dr. Muff, again remarks, plays its 
part. All these influences with infinite variety incident have 
been acting the impressionable spirit the growing boy, 
until eighteen years age reaches college still unformed, 
still far short the perfect stature man. Here must 
frequently seem the teacher who receives him that the final 
shaping him into man not only difficult, but impossible. 

conclusion does not consideration the moulding influ- 
ences that have shaped the boy’s life until his admission 
college, the possibly unwise home ideals and training, the 
ineffectiveness earlier schooling, the low attitude society 
general toward the aims and value college life, the hollow 
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and misleading ideals that meet the boy enters college, 
the freedom choice among bewildering maze studies 
compel the thought that the greatest need the average boy 
the friendship and guidance fine personality rather than 
instruction professional expert simply? Should not 
receive care and supervision and personal kindness far 
greater degree from the teachers the college? Should not 
the chief concern the college what sort man the fresh- 
man become, first college and later life, rather than 
what his scale the rank list be? And would not higher 
scholarship more probable, were come once into 
close contact with men large heartedness and mature 
experience life rather than with those fit give only techni- 
cal instruction? this not the prime responsibility the 
college, then what is? such safeguarding force could 
early applied the unformed youth, with fresh and engag- 
ing expectancy comes college, would not President 
Lowell’s ‘‘immediate problem’’ surer wise solution, 
and would not the fruitful, golden age American college life 
draw sensibly nearer the student found eagerly seeking its 
bountiful advantages and not shrewdly avoiding them?

mies accredited the New England College Entrance Certifi- 
cate Board. hundred and twenty-eight questionnaires 
were sent out and one hundred and ninety-six replies were 
received representing large city high schools, town high schools 
and private academies equal proportion.

That overwhelming majority secondary school men 
New England believe that the same amount credit for 
entrance college should given fortwo years’ study 
German French now given for two years’ study 
Greek. 

The discrimination New England against German and 
French amounts penalization the modern languages. 
the present time pupil must spend two years, five periods 
week,—the equivalent ten periods week for one year—to 
secure one point credit German, and for the most part 
French, for admission Brown University, while Greek 
receives credit the rate one point for one year. Five 
periods week for year afford sufficient preparation 
physics, chemistry ancient history, while physical geography 
and any one the three blocks history—mediaeval, English 
American—may satisfactorily covered year each 
three periods week. 

What the reason for this discrimination against the modern 
languages? surely cannot maintained the warmest 
advocates history physical geography that the value 
those subjects for the preparatory student three times 
great that German French, the enthusiasts 
physics chemistry that the latter are worth twice much 
the way either culture discipline. The reason for the 
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discrimination against the modern languages has its roots 
reaction that started about quarter century ago against 
the excessive amount time given the classics prepara- 
tion for college,—in the language ignota 
began felt that even that had its 
main object the preparation student for higher institu- 
tion should not confined Latin, Greek and mathematics, 
with modicum French and ancient history, and that 
modern language might well substituted for Greek. The 
reaction was strong that the advocates the old-time—cen- 
tury old—curriculum were obliged give heed, but their con- 
cessions were accompanied compromises which the newer 
school was obliged accept. The extreme classicists, honest, 
loyal and enthusiastic, they are to-day, maintained: That 
the modern languages were not, and could not made, the 
equal Greek mental discipline. That prevent mad 
rush students along the lines least resistance and save 
the classics until the educational world should again come 
its senses, the newer course study should heavily handi- 
capped. three years German and one year 
physics were demanded equivalent Greek for entrance 
college. 

All honor the extreme classicists twenty-five years ago. 
They served their time and generation well. The classicists 
to-day are saving remnant. debatable whether con- 
servatives radicals are more value our civilization. 
Moreover part the purpose this report decry the 
worth Greek for those who are capable acquiring, wish 
acquire, the broadest culture and scholarship. may even 
admitted that education not complete without knowl- 
edge Greek, and that opportunities acquire should 
maintained high schools and colleges, classes however 
small and cost however great. This report claims merely 
that the handicap German and French has either served its 
purpose failed its purpose and should removed 
forthwith. 

The hope that substitutes for Greek were heavily handi- 
capped the study Greek would perpetuated, least 
that the reaction against would effectually checked, has 
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not materialized. difficult negative and there- 
fore state with any degree certainty that the life Greek 
has not been prolonged the action taken few the 
colleges secure that end, but spite protection the study 
Greek has regularly and rapidly declined. According 
statistics given the Commissioner Education the 1906 
report the number pupils studying Greek public high 
schools the United States fell from 3.13 per cent 1897 
1.23 per cent 1906. The figures for ten years ending June

Practically 
all the catalogues the Western institutions imply state 
specifically that one point credit given for any acceptable 
study carried for one year four five periods week. The 
same statement implication made the catalogues 
some the New England colleges, notably those for women. 
The Carnegie Foundation has adopted this unit credit 
rating colleges and universities. fact only Harvard, 
Yale and Brown, and the colleges dominated them, that 
have thought fortify the position Greek discouraging 
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the offering substitutes for Greek and forgetting remove 
the discouragement after had failed its purpose become 
longer necessary; and when Brown University petitioned 
remove the handicap from the modern languages, asked 
not take the lead country-wide movement, but merely 
the first the older and more conservative institutions 
New England right long standing wrong and remove 
unnecessary burden from the shoulders the young men and 
women who are preparing for the higher education. 

That among the subjects presentable for entrance Brown 
University there with one exception very general and almost 
complete satisfaction among school principals New England 
who have replied the questionnaire. That exception 
Latin. 

Let consider somewhat detail the requirements Latin 
for entrance Brown University. According the latest 
catalogue the minimum amount read Latin authors 
four books Caesar, five orations Cicero, twenty-five hun- 
dred lines Ovid and six books Virgil. The first six books 
Virgil number 4,750 lines. The entire poetry requirement 
(including Ovid) 7,250 lines. have carefully 
examined the catalogues the thirty-six best known and most 
representative colleges the country, and find that the Brown 
requirements are the severest all with Yale close second.* 
Harvard makes actual requirement authors read, although 
the suggested amount somewhat greater than that demanded 
Brown. Throughout the east, the west, the south, and, 
with few exceptions, New England, agreement, acci- 
dent imitation the requirements Latin are the equiva- 
lent four books Caesar; seven, six five orations 
Cicero; and six books Virgil. the case the handi- 
capping the modern languages, Harvard, Yale and Brown 
have been practically alone demanding preparation Latin 
that cannot under present conditions satisfactorily given 
four years’ course study. 


*Since the preparation this report trustworthy information has been 
received that the faculty Yale has reduced its requirement Latin authors 
the amount that this committee purposes recommend for admission 
Brown. 
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That the above statement well founded evident for 
number reasons. Witness the fact that nearly all the private 
preparatory schools New England give five and six years 
preparation Latin. Many the schools about Boston find 
four too few meet the requirements Harvard and 
five years more than sufficient. consequence they take 
five years for over-preparation and send their wards college 
with advanced standing. Among the larger public schools the 
Cambridge Latin School has five-year fitting course. Prov- 
idence the Hope Street High School has both five-year and 
four-year Latin course, and the Classical High School, giv- 
ing Latin ten hours week the first year and seven and half 
hours the second, takes the equivalent five and half years 
for preparation Latin. some the best public secondary 
schools New England admit ‘‘de that five more 
years are necessary prepare students properly Latin for 
entrance Brown, Harvard and Yale, what must the quality 
preparation those schools—the great majority—which are 
forced local conditions attempt the same task four 
years? has been discovered long experience that four 
years with five periods week good secondary school can 
cover with the average pupil the equivalent four books 
Caesar, seven orations Cicero and six books Virgil, 
together with the usual grammar and composition, and that 
more than this cannot accomplish without sacrificing quality 
quantity. Accordingly reply the first question, 
you believe that the measure the requirements for entrance 
college should what good secondary school can reason- 
ably expected accomplish four years’ one 
hundred and ninety answered the affirmative and only two 
the negative.

The Brown University Teachers Association not the only 
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organization laboring bring about uniformity entrance 
requirements Latin and secure reduction the amount 
required Harvard, Yale and Brown New England. The 
commission appointed the American Philological Associa- 
tion acting upon petitions from the Classical Association 
New England, the Classical Association the Atlantic States, 
and the Classical Association the Middle West and South 
met Cleveland October, 1909, and voted unanimously 
recommend the colleges the country part follows:— 

The Latin reading required candidates for admission 
college without regard the prescription particular authors 
and works, shall not less amount than Caesar, Gallic 
War, I-IV; Cicero, the orations against Catiline, for the 
Manilian Law, and for Archias: Virgil, Aeneid, I-VI. 

this report the discussion has apparently been confined 
students who find the crown their school career college. 
Only fraction all who study Latin the high school con- 
tinue their scholastic education beyond graduation, but all 
suffer alike from overburdened course study. should 
the glory college the beneficent guardian the 
many well fostering mother for the few. 

Another aspect this question the effect that removal 
the unjust discrimination between studies equal rank and 
value, and the reduction requirements that are almost uni- 
versally considered excessive, would have the registration 
every loyal alumnus Brown that its graduates are scattered 
throughout the states the Union and yet that few them 
send their sons their alma mater. May not that the 
high schools the great West are unable unwilling meet 
the more exacting requirements the three conservative col- 
leges New England? 

way summary, your committee believes that the present 
discrimination against German and French admission sub- 
jects Brown University, whereby only one point credit 
allowed those subjects when studied for two years, five periods 
week, while other admission subjects are allowed credit 
approximately the rate one point for each five-period year, 
unjust: and that the present requirement prescribed Latin 
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texts more than can accomplished satisfactorily four 
years five periods week good preparatory schools. 

After this committee had begun investigate the question 
excessiveness requirements for admission college, 
seemed the part consistency one step further and sug- 
gest that, for the sake uniformity, three points credit 
given for elementary Latin, which requires least three years 
however, that greater reduction the total requirements for 
admission recommended the committee than will result 
from allowing two points credit instead one for elementary 
German French, and from omitting the Ovid requirement 
elementary Latin. 

Your committee recommends that this association petition 
the authorities Brown 

That the texts read preparation for the require- 
ment Latin four books Caesar, seven orations Cicero 
(or six orations, the Manilian Law included), and six 
‘books Virgil; the equivalent this requirement. 

That two years’ study German two years’ study 
French receive the same credit for admission college 
now given for two years’ study Greek. 

That elementary Latin receive three points credit for 
admission college instead two.

eration and discussion this morning is, 

mind, one the most important and vital the 

supplementary themes the new education—an 

education based genetic principles rather than 

logical doctrine; education recognizing 

child growth, not rectilineal progress, but 

one whose curve nascency not only continu- 

ous but inflexional; education which sees these nascent 

stages oftentimes reflect the phyletic characteristics the 

race; education recognizing that growth precedes develop- 

ment; education which hypothesized principles deduced 

from facts gained through observation rather than theories 

growing out the imaginative powers men’s minds; 

short, education which has for its underlying purpose, the 

study the individual and the race, and for its chief aim the 

normal development the body and mind subject the condi- 
tions found exist. 

the several postulates upon which genetic education 
based, there none greater importance than the theory 
nascent periods, and may not amiss, this time, dwell 
briefly this point. 

Any systematic study the genetic psychology the present 
juncture least begins with the phenomena physical growth; 
while code definite principles has been formulated, yet 
the natural tendency has been correlate the mental and the 
physical. Along this same line there have been shown undeni- 
able tendencies toward hereditary momenta which brings into 
our group correlates, third and very important one, the 
phylogenetic. 

Thus have the three viewpoints from which study the 
growth the child, psychological, biological and anthropogi- 
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cal, and their interdependence represents one phase conclu- 
sion drawn from the investigations. 

The theory nascent stages simply that the growth the 
child some cause divided into epochs, each which tends 
emphasize the growth some particular part parts. 

The general consensus opinion seems favor from three 
four periods follows: Ist, Infancy extending from birth 
first dentition. 2d, Childhood extending from first second 
dentition. 3d, Boyhood extending from second dentition 
twelve thirteen years age. 4th, Adolescence from thirteen 
twenty-five years age. Another investigator speaks 
three periods: The Intuitive Sense Perception stage; The 
Formative Cognitive stage; The Progmatic Will Training 
stage. 

Characteristic studies from various standpoints have been 
made large groups children these various stages 
growth height and weight, growth motive power and 
function, mental and physical disease, etc. 

Some the conclusions drawn from these studies and their 
immediate relation education may summed follows 

The period infancy the period most rapid brain 
growth. During this period there practically develop- 
ment the peripheral muscles and very little co-ordination 
the nerves controlling muscular movements. 

childhood, the other hand, there continuation 
the sense perceptive stage infancy, together with awaken- 
ing motor activities, but there remarkable difference 
physically. The brain continues its rapid growth attaining its 
full weight seven eight years. There simple func- 
tioning the brain which gives evidence certain forms 
unconscious induction and deduction and reasoning analogy, 
but ideas relationships are vague, fragmentary and depend- 
ent upon the feeling stage. The brain developing primarily 
growth and not function, and hence its greater need 
nourishment. ‘‘Play, spontaneous, free and unorganized, 
the prerogative this The exertion, however, during 
the transition from childhood youth should less intense 
than earlier later period. 

The period youth presents new being. The brain has 
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achieved its full weight, the acute stage teething passed. 
Muscular development has reached the point sustaining 
activities, giving endurance, vitality and resistance fatigue. 

The tendency for the child extend his life beyond the 
immediate confines the home,—he revels savagery and 
delights imitation otherwise relive the lives the past. 
essentially hero worshiper, idealist which the 
cravings for primitive experience seems ‘‘to point this the 
era recapitulating the stages former racial 
the period which facility should secured, much 
attention should paid drill, memory work and other 
mechanical training. 

During all, however, the teacher must recognize the period 
one nativistic instincts. should call his aid all that 
the resources literature and history can supply which stand 
for ‘‘the crude virtues the world’s childhood.’’ These, 
together with the demand for objective life, where nature 
studied first hand, constitute the foundations education. 

was Rousseau, believe, who said, ‘‘We are born twice, 
once exist and again live.”’ 

Adolescence, without question, the second birth where the 
higher and more complete traits the human being are born. 
While the child comes from and harks back remote period, 
the later attainments the race predominate the adolescent. 
Individuality asserts itself and the craving for bigger and 
broader life; assertiveness, logical reason, self-expression, 
social instincts, sentiment, religion, enter into this new life, 
all tending the formation character and personality about 
which hinges the future the individual. clearly the 
period where, having previously been armed collectively for the 
conflict, they are sent forth individually the conquest 
establishing mental, ethical and physical standards. 

This very brief and desultory statement concerning the nas- 
cent stages has been given show how important part 
must play education. certainly gives the basis 
natural relation between growth and training, and 
classification school methods conform the conditions 
thus resulting where the grouping the school years done 
the end meeting most readily the demands thus imposed. 
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has demonstrated the absolute necessity rigid con- 
formation the principle—that, when any stage set too 
long delayed, arrest growth takes place; that also, when any 
stage unduly precipitated, precociousness arises aspect 
the expense the harmony. the development the body 
mind. 

has taught that proper consideration the relations 
muscular growth and mental development essential that 
one has profound influence over the other effecting capac- 
ity for work among children. 

the basis child growth and development just laid 
down and with the great cry education, the normal develop- 
ment the mind and body, the problem presenting itself for 
solution, what must taught, and when and how and what 
results are expect token the fulfillment our task. 

Clearly the requirements made during the prepubescent 
years cannot commensurate compared with those the 
adolescent period. 

mind, the elementary school has served its purpose 
when creates facility technique, has developed memory, 
discipline and habituation, and all this quickly and intensively 
with minimal amount explanation appeals the reason. 
more drill work and regimentation than teaching which 
the method should mechanical, authoritative, repetitive. 

The periods should short and the hours few for this sort 
work, leaving for longer and freer time that informal aspect 
education which the child, through the personnel the 
teacher, gains that craved-for journey back nature and lays 
the foundation for the more exacting work that follow. 

the secondary schools to-day, are confronted with 
surprising and less alarming condition that over fifty per 
cent the pupils entering the beginning the secondary 
school drop out before the completion the course. 

Investigation along this line shows that the several causes 
leading this step, the prevalent one lack interest 
school work brought about inability grasp the signifi- 
cance the topics the curriculum. This state affairs 
can come about through variety causes such immaturity 
the mind, inaptitude for certain lines work, unwillingness 
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become subjected tasks distasteful and difficult, well 
for other reasons. inclined the opinion that cause 
which rather predominating might found the lack 
interest inculcated the student because has not been 
taught how the thing, that is, because has not been 
taught how study. This clearly puts the teacher 
and tends place the blame his door; while, doubtless 
many instances this would strictly unfair, confident 
that betterment methods would tend realize more fully 
the ideals the school work and hence the appropriateness 
our coming together to-day sort round table club 
discuss this question how study. this connection 
have been asked speak on, ‘‘How Secure from the Pupil 
Initiative and Independent 

What meant securing from the pupil initiative and inde- 
pendent The answer varies clearly with the age the 
pupil. 

the prepubescent period for example, initiative has 
primarily with observation and reasoning analogy, while 
independent effort concerns work done outside the immediate 
influences the teacher. 

While believe that initiative thus limited observation 
one its golden periods, yet hardly see how can expect 
much evidence independent effort, while the former 
gained ordinarily through the channels informal work where 
the teacher, through suggestion, gets interest developed the 
study natural phenomena and their like. 

the adolescent period the problem altogether different. 

The power logical reason begins assert itself. The 
ability hold one’s mind task now harmony with 
the idea development. The power sustained effort must 
now developed. 

Initiative pupil now means willingness analyze 
his work, classify forms, anticipate conclusions, and 
general conduct his study that will, from day day, 
find himself mastering the general outline his subject, involv- 
ing cause and effect, each day adding and broadening the 
scope the work such manner that the student may apply 
the methods used the past logically developing theme. 
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Such conditions lasting are gained, not the 
isolated class room, but through channels effecting the atmos- 
phere the entire student body. 

the school itself that must study. 

secure these ends, have set down conditions dependent 
on: Ist, The school. 2d, The qualifications 
the teacher. methods used room. 4th, The 
social aspect the student life. 

The character the school should impress itself indelibly 
the newcomer standing unequivocally and all times for 
honest, earnest and sincere effort attain the goal sought 
education. 

This condition not reached newspaper publicity, nor 
the plaudits band non-critical observers who often- 
times commit the blunder failing recognize that the pupil 
formal parade aiding the school cater popular fancy, 
while reality suffering restriction the detriment 
some greater and more lasting impulse. 

the head the school purpose his work and 
inspire his teachers that his school shall stand the person- 
ification, not the fertility architect’s imagination, but 
man whose ideals underlie its very foundation and whose 
principles impress themselves for all time its pupils. 

The school should have individuality, should 

The influence, which the school has the individual this 
time, cannot overestimated. passing through the most 
plastic period his life where, transition, neither 
youth nor man, but the basis the former, laying the 
foundations for the latter. 

When come appreciate the responsibilities involved 
the shaping character and the development power 
aright, then will realize that the duties devolving upon 
extend far beyond the confines the class room, and have their 
lasting results shaped the character the school 
impresses itself its students. 

The school must not lose its independence, must set its 
own standards conforming the rightful demands thus placed 
upon it. The tendency make connecting link between 
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the elementary grades and college surely subject discus- 
sion. mind, college preparation should not end 
sought secondary training, but rather looked upon 
sort by-product this grand refining process. 

exploitation and development all the powers should 
the function the secondary school, which means the 
ing the requirements liberal education.”’ 

The teacher should have something besides text-book 
edge give his pupils; there sympathetic relation 
sought for pupils with teacher which, the teacher has 
give, will stand longer and have more forceful influence 
than can ever gained book study. The big teacher 
surely born not The individual who seeks 
the teaching profession despair, without interest 
sympathy for the growing boy girl, can, best, expect 
mechanician only. much out place this great 
theme organ grinder would with the symphony 
orchestra. 

must have individuality order gain the respect 
the pupil for the subject which teaches. one 
the first things generated student order gain the 
best results. This cannot obtained unless there sympa- 
thetic relation between teacher and pupil, inspired reciprocally 
the student admiration for and confidence the ability 
the teacher; the teacher through genuine appreciation 
and enthusiastic inclination toward the unfoldment the 
pupils’ power shown the expansion the subject. 

you will pardon slight digression, should like say 
word regarding expression. 

firm believer the importance clear and concise 
expression. That expression the vehicle thought, and that 
successful thinking criterioned ability express one’s 
self clean and systematic manner, goes without question. 

insisting upon this point, however, seems that too 
much care cannot exercised the manner with which 
obtained. Conscious expression mechanical, and tends 
rid the subject one its most potent factors making the 
individuality the student subservient machine-like 
process.

carefully neglecting and seeking utter absorption 
the subject-matter,’’ the reply made teacher the ques- 
tion, ‘‘How you obtain such rare results 

One the first things which teacher should endeavor do, 
and this unconsciously the pupil, train him think 
the language the subject; doing, has established 
subconscious condition which simply requires the mental con- 
cept, give rise language which, the total, symbolic, 
connotative, extensive, abstract and general. 

The teacher should master the subjects teaching, 
and there should never come time when indecision reply- 
ing involving fundamentals might give rise the 
student’s mind the possibility doubting the sincerity 
his work. 

this end, the class should, its fullest extent, become 
emancipated from text-book methods and limitations. The 
notebook and the reference library should tools the 
student’s hand which should never become rusty for lack 
use. The keynote work must more creative 
than critical; more synthetic than analytic. 

Formal discipline the class room should not exist. 

the teacher finds himself unable secure the undivided 
attention his class through their enthusiastic inclination 
the work, surely will find himself the wrong track and 
will better his conditions, the more, the sooner returns 
the starting point and seeks other channels presentation. 

very seldom that student class benefited public 
rebuff. individual may have gotten wrong and 
friendly word counsel, after the class, works wonders. 
the result seems temporary, however, the student should 
ejected from the class for the reason that the progress 
entire class cannot rightfully held back one two rec- 
reants. mind, the best and only lasting results are 
gained through intensity class room attitude which the 
class maintains, its own force through interest and sponta- 
neity, enthusiasm which cannot denied. 

The pupil should, from the first, made realize that 
integral part community, and subject the condi- 
tions regulating the affairs that community. should 
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further made understand that the better the manner 
which assumes the new responsibilities thus thrust upon 
him, the more completely does become active agent its 
advancement. must impressed upon him that matter 
where goes what does, reflecting the character 
his school, and that the first test the gentleman, which 
loyalty whatever pledges himself, shown act and 
deed and thought. 

With this condition prevailing the class room, the play- 
ground, the social gathering, get the foundations gen- 
tlemanly virility, not anything’s expense sacrifice, for 
does not interfere with the spontaneity play, but tends 
give new standard honor; does not cause lessening 
scholastic efforts, but tends the creation willed action. 

does not make the primary object the clubroom ren- 
dezvous, for breezy literature and questionable games, but 
gives definite place the scheme effecting complete 
manhood through the opportunities which offers for indi- 
vidual effort self-training and self-doing. 

what have said, apprehensive having touched but 
lightly the topic which has been assigned me. have 
only this say, however, that its extent vast and its 
influence far-reaching that its study must back the 
foundations education science and education art. 
these find its very essence, and seems that ingre- 
dient which makes the blood educational life run thick. 
cramp student and institutionalize him when his very soul 
cries out for expansion through the individual educational 
crime mean order, for often means starvation the 
soul. the brighter side see the student with his work 
standing the same basis that any man which has 
meaning and value itself which each day contributes its 
share and this the golden gate opportunity. 

sum briefly then,—the gaining initiative and inde- 
pendent effort depends, after confidence has been gained and 
interest generated the subject, upon the development the 
powers observation, the ability concentrate, the 
capacity sustained effort and the faculty for logical 
reason.

With habit 
added what more could desired the peda- 
meanto say that any serious attempt obser- 
vation experimentation study, that any 
serious attempt made interpret invent 

even fancy, except its crudest form, study, 
that any attempt get the full and accurate meaning 
word principle study, that any serious attempt consider 
study, that any serious attempt classify systematize 
apply study. term then have covered the whole 
range knowledge. Truly study not habit, but hier- 
archy habits. 

But aside from these, which are relative knowledge, many 
our attempts automatize acts are also called study. Where 
such attempts are intelligent studied, say, that 
involving conscious organization previous experience, 
objection could made. Where represents blind trial-and- 
success method such evidenced the person panic 
not serious enough constitute study. 

course the word, study, does not ordinarily imply all this 
the child. For him usually refers only sort attitude 
posture which varies for different conditions. Probably 
most feel that can tell quite accurately whether 
student studying not. How judge? Largely 
the physical muscular attitudes. the body and head are 
set, the eye found continuously the book—if there 
absence action posture suggesting other 
guess, probably correctly, that the student studying his book. 
cannot always tell the direction attention. may 
studying out the best disposition the available candidates for 
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baseball team. the body held rigid and bent forward 
and the ears are evidently from the position the head strain- 
ing for the sound distant bird, under certain conditions 
say this person studying bird other words all study 
implies attention, and attention directed known object fora 
recognized purpose called study. All such attention ac- 
companied muscular accommodation not only the large 
muscles the body, neck and head, but even the sense 
organs themselves. The eye focused, movement the 
head the ear turned toward the source the sound, the 
fingers manipulate, while the very origin the word attention 
(stretching forward) must have been very analogous the rise 
our semi-recent American slang expression which 
the elasticity characteristic the accommodation the neck 
muscles emphasized. 

Obviously such phenomenon this occurs without reason 
incentive. Any teacher would promptly suspicious 
child’s unusual assiduity book unless some known end was 
served this new-found zeal. Study always implies 
attempt not always successful but least promising during its 
continuance. child never says himself, shall 
now observe.” Nor does break off from other occupation 
and say suddenly now time for im- 
agine.” Josh Billings hinted the same direction when 
said effect, Never give your reasons. Your conclusions 
may right, but your reasons will all wrong.” 

Whatever man does the outcome suggestion which 
passes into action automatically, unimpeded confronted 
with nocontrary diverting suggestion. this case pur- 
pose consciously recognized. However the suggested line 
action impeded, observes, reflects more techni- 
cally imagines until suggested solutions come him, organ- 
izes, adjusts his solution his now recognized intent 
and then puts the’ solution the test experience. All this 
implied study. 

course may up” after spasmodic effort. 
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But that case his attempt not serious, and can hardly 
dignified with the term study. 

one sense habit study implies, therefore, habit 
responding seriously already given situation purpose. 
But, situations are often complex that they involve many 
more immediate purposes, themselves needing discovery. 
habit therefore engendered, searching for the more 
immediate ends before the remoter end attacked. 

For example, boy who wishes make tabouret must 
first make working drawing. That becomes immediate 
end. must select good material (another immediate end) 
must prepare suitable tools; all serving prepare him for 
the final accomplishment his, until then, remoter end. 
addition the habit determining the immediate ends, what 
other habits are formed common all forms study? 
far study implies the acquiring knowledge, implies 
first all organization. Primarily this organization always 
one means with ends. The end specific purpose being 
furnished the situation, and the means the various data 
hand available result previous association. 

Such data must compared, and both its likenesses and 
differences noted. organization depends the detec- 
tion similarity difference the similarity differences. 
Habits making use all the data hand, responding 
slight suggestions the imagination the basis that data, 
detecting similarity the less obviously similar, and 
noting differences the obviously similar, are evidently funda- 
mental. But connection with these the habit synthe- 
sizing into unit both these similarities and differences with 
reference their bearing the solution some problem 
the making some point. accomplish this synthesis the 
data are developed, and the implications the end view are 
also worked out. Sensitiveness possible adjustment, when 
the resources previous experience and the implications the 
problem approach each other, depends the closeness atten- 
tion detail and the habit evaluation. Other men had 
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doubtless attacked the problem picking seeds out cotton 
long before Eli Whitney studied the problem. found that 
picking the seeds out the cotton carried with the implica- 
tion picking the cotton out the seeds. recognized 
these similar and evaluated them equal. found that 
his knowledge machinery made possible for him draw 
the fine fibers with pins through screen too fine-toothed 
allow the seeds get through. The difference between fibers 
and seeds was noticed, and the value fine-toothed screen 
recognized, well the usefulness pins for catching fibers. 
These objects were, other words, evaluated from all other 
possibilities. 

Premature acceptance organization, whether suggested 
authority the natural desire complete task, mental 
physical, points the need one more habit connection 
with organization; namely, the habit considering all organ- 
ization incomplete unless all possible data and their implica- 
tion have been exhausted and discrepancies removed. This 
condition seldom met. possible prove that 
without violating any algebraic principle ordinarily taught.* 
tentative attitude needed toward mathematical conclu- 
sions, what needs said those reached less exact and 
less easily defined subjects? 

organization thoroughly apprehended unless has 
been put the test use. test brings out the details. 
gives confidence the student and versatility application. 
also verifies. habit formulating, testing and verifying 
the results study would therefore natural conclusion 
the process. 

analysis gives then, the following minor constituent 
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habits implied habit study: (1) The habit seeking 
minor implied ends; the habit marshaling the resources 
present and previous experience; (3) the habit examining 
and supplementing the data collected; (4) the habit self- 
reliant comparison; (5) the habit evaluating suggestions 
(6) the habit synthesizing organizing; (7) the habit 
formulating; (8) the habit suspending judgment until all 
possibilities have been considered; the habit testing and 
verifying. This seems reasonably complex, but the end 
not yet. 

One these, the habit self-reliant comparison, itself 
complicated that suggests the following subsidiary 
searching carefully for likeness difference; close 
attention detail; (c) detecting similarity the less obviously 
similar; detecting difference the obviously similar; 
(e) responding faint suggestion relationship; inde- 
pendence. possible for student weak his study 
any the above points. This analysis shows that our 
problem most complex one, and the natural and most im- 
portant inference must that its perfection will slow 
process. 

The question naturally arises, what degree possible 
for such habit study brought the con- 
sciousness the pupil? necessary for him compre- 
hend any such analysis have made, would plainly 
impossible. would equally impossible for him make 
the combination movements necessary for throwing base- 
ball, were required learn the throw listening 
description the muscular and neural action involved. 
have learned how study. How did it? Somebody 
studied with that, and the other subject. were 
studying the teacher taught. set the minor ends, forced 
collect the various items data, examine, supplement 
them, compare and evaluate them, test verify them. When 
was gone and were thrown our own resources, with 
the joint echo the combined years our tutelage ringing 
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our ears forced ourselves that which the teacher had 
previously forced do. 

Would any wiser for demonstrate the separate 
whole psychology thinking. The best can will 
call the child’s attention certain definite points commonly 
neglected his study. Otherwise, advisable trust 
his ability learn automatically. 

Every child analyzes, compares, synthesizes and tests; but 
not every Child does carefully with thoroughness detail. 
Many supplement data very little, and are far from quick 
detecting similarity difference unless written large. 
such children are improve their habits study, from some 
source other, idea the opportunity for improvement 
must forthcoming, the time stimulus which indicates that 
the response should now take place must recognized, and 
the nature the response must embodied some concrete 
example. 

Each the above-mentioned habits may briefly described 
the terms its stimulus and reaction. The stimulus study 
any quandary, difficulty, problem question brought before 
the child. Eventhe direction study his lesson book, blind 
and unpedagogical often is, stimulus. The 
reaction for the child means little more than the muscular ac- 
commodation described earlier connection with attention. 
The setting task stimulus should immediately start the 
reaction producing subdivision implication. The thought 
the problem the stimulus the reaction collecting 
data, but that implies now reading, now observing, now experi- 
menting, now consulting, now introspecting. Many forms 
reaction are often used combination. All these modes col- 
lecting data are resources which the child should have usable 
form, itis possible make him conscious their value (and 
believe is). 

This collecting does not mean mere mass, but range 
variety well. the data hand, its suggestions may 
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lead directly automatically comparison. not, the con- 
tinuance the quandary the stimulus further supplement- 
ing and developing data pondering the problem and 
making new associations either through analysis alone, 
through analysis and comparison getting likenesses and dif- 
ferences. Where likenesses data and end are discovered, 
even remotely suggested, stimulus found for the first pre- 
liminary evaluating, getting the importance the bear- 
ing suggestions the purpose accomplished. Then 
satisfaction announces the discovery bearing that con- 
tributes the organization. The clarifying and formulating 
these bearings have their discovery stimulus. For the 
suspended judgment the stimulus must the satisfaction at- 
tending the organization itself and the same stimulus must needs 
apply the test, children likely consist follow- 
ing out the implication the new found organization, but 
older students implies all the reactions involved applying 
logical and scientific methods. 

How may such reactions demonstrated the pupil? 
First all concrete cases. has study various sub- 
jects; should shown” how for each them. Each 
subject has its difficult points needing emphasis. Out the 
sum total concrete cases versatility study developed. 
(a) Every child learns some things result his own 
efforts. Encourage him explain just what did and why. 
Explain him what did that was right and show him what 
else might have done. other words use his previous ex- 
study. Select any points likely neglected 
and indicate the conditions, making clear how they are in- 
volved Have the child work out the application. 
(c) Again, lead him take himself detail 
telling you just what did connection with each point. 

The one thing that should more clear than any other 
this paper the utter folly attempting teach the habit 
study child through subjects which not interested. 
process intricate and dependent care and effort

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study can ever developed automatism without 
backing interest. This interest may due innate 
acquired tendencies, emotional nature specialized 


‘motives. obvious that study far removed from instinct. 


Only its most superficial forms, such play, curiosity, con- 
structiveness, wonder, imitation, etc., are instinctive, and these 
can hardly termed study. the other hand, one 
more certain than the teacher that the spirit must the 
child really study. Emulation, pride, rewards, courage, 
pugnacity and fear may serve for developing other habits; but 
for habits study they are too remote from the vital needs 
effort accomplish much. However, play, investigation, 
manipulation, construction, expression and sociability represent 
often more less complicated and vital activities, bringing out 
many the characteristics study, and serving direct and 
vigorous incentives it. after all, however, through the 
settled interests, desires, satisfactions and real motives that in- 
tensive study developed. boy studies because ambi- 
tious, expects engage business which calls for this sort 
knowledge, wants make some object, finds pleasure, 
otherwise, this study, has always been inter- 
ested that sort thing. 

the habits involved study the same initiative must nec- 
essarily for all. direct motive found for 
each minor habit. The incentive study, itself will constitute 
the incentive for all minor habits. The only necessary point 
that the student feel the necessity fully meeting the require- 
ments the study habit. Ifthe habit breaks down single 
point continuity and certainty are lost. 

Practice third necessity for developing habit study. 
learn study, one must study, and one must practice all 
the various forms which study takes, just one must study the 
various forms English letters order learn how write, 
even though each represents separate habit. 

definite amount reflection can specified, but the 
results will tell the story. When, without prodding, child 
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shows under varied conditions the mastery given problem, 
has the habit, ordinarily say, the method.” 

However, will never get this without whole-hearted effort. 
time-serving will do. His heart must it, 
give his study the thoughtful attention necessary. 

ordinarily appoint for the child many pages 
many examples, originals, topics other tasks, and trust 
luck that out these the necessary habits will develop 
our pupils. Thanks the automatic learning the child, 
are often agreeably surprised find that they do. But, 
secure the attentive practice needed, situation involving 
problem must developed, one which agreeably 
drawn, that the conditions naturally shape themselves for its 
solution and carry themselves through. 

The more vital these situations are made, the closer 
their approach the child life, the more certain give 
due attention, and put forth the necessary effort, and therefore 
the more certain practice the art study. 

the whole school life could worked over such way 
create real environment, involving the acquisition the 
various habits study solve its problems, the best motive 
would reached and the best practice secured, other factors 
being equal. 

any occasions arise necessitating break the thorough- 
ness student’s study should act stimulus special 
consideration later. Many boy’s mathematical career has 
been ruined brief absence, lapse from grace far 
interest concerned, even what was forgotten summer 
when, the boy realized this, could easily have 
retraced the work and kept the integrity his study. 

all habit-forming desirable review varied sug- 
gestion the child’s incentive initiative. becomes absorbed 
the process, and loses sight its value and specific impor- 
tance him. Show him the value both the habit and the 
work. 

keep him thorough his study, subject his method 
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occasional close scrutiny, even when his results are accurate 
well when inaccurate. Commendation for effort certainly 
tends prolong and renewendeavor. Show him the importance 
thoroughness study. 

Just how far possible acquaint earnest student 
tender years with the points which must attend forming 
habit study difficult say. often evident enough 
that did not analyze his problem. other times fails 
call related knowledge through some failure get the sug- 
gestion naturally growing out the solution, fails 
secure sufficient data, adequately weigh the related ideas. 
often too quick, thoughtless,” too certain, too con- 
fused his organization. far possible acquaint him, 
according his needs, with the point which should 
attend. 

general, the sources exception habit study are 
haste, fatigue and weakened initiative. most instances, 
however, the exception not the study habit whole but 
some phase the subsidiary habits whose importance was 
not properly valued. not that the child does not have 
book but that does not break his lesson into 
points. not that tries get without data but that 
content with superficial data and fails under stress work 
out the implications suggestions the data hand. 
not much failure attend attend closely, discern 
slight differences resemblances, etc. fails respond 
faint associations and does not wait complete his organization. 
systematizes too arbitrarily, without weighing the data and 
may easily omit any form testing and verifying. How then 
may the child assisted either preventing exceptions 
complicated habit, reducing them the minimum? 

The very first and most evident need the study the 
teacher the exact nature these tendencies make excep- 
tion. this study the teacher’s past experience with children 
will great help. may say parenthetically, however, 
not refer the experience teachers who use their experi- 
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ence merely ‘basis for explaining what happens them 
later, comforting themselves that the same thing happened 
before and they managed live through refer rather 
the type teacher who uses experience object study 
which the causes both success and failure are recognized, 
and the latter case provision made removal, when 
the occasion arises, certainly will, since nowhere does 
history repeat itself often the schoolroom. These are, 
however, radically different uses experience. 

The teacher’s past experience will show that certain phases 
these habits study are likely suffer lapse. That knowl- 
edge itself guarantee the lessened probability the 
exception. 

initiative could made strong enough, there would few 
exceptions, but has bad tendency weaken, fade away, 
and even disappear during processes which are long contin- 
ued study often must be. Occasional not too evident 
reminders the sources his initiative will add great deal 
the efficiency effort. 

Too often the teacher responsible for the circumstances 
contributing the exception. Too much study, too com- 
plicated task for the pupils’ stage progress, too arbitrary 
insistence authority, the pushing the fatigued child one 
vitally interested another these conditions tend 
produce exceptions. the other hand the sins omission 
are less serious evidenced the omission specific re- 
quirement verify test, formulate verbally the knowledge 
organized, indicate the bases for evaluation, and general 
the omission requirement set forth the process which 
results are attained rather than the results themselves. 

This last general what has distinguished graduate from 
undergraduate study. The undergraduate gets his knowledge 
regardless his method. The graduate student must have 
above all method attaining accurate knowledge his 
specialty. What this but more complete method study? 
Can not develop more complete method study lower 
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down? Isit sensible say that student may form haphazard 
habits study until twenty-three years old, but after that 
must develop complete and effective habit? From the 
point view the methodology habit all this radically 
unpedagogical. Habits must not formed which are later 
broken. would analogous allowing four-year-old 
boy when dressing himself leave off the clothes could not 
getinto himself. Butit much more serious than that, 
because the distortions the study process are not visible and 
the fitness end therefore not easily grasped. 

This same general point view applies the practice 
relying upon translations studying languages. not the 
resultant knowledge itself that counts, but far more important 
than that, the subtle coterie habits constituting the method 
which the thought another person interpreted and the 
atmosphere with which surrounds comes appreciated. 

One the most dangerous and most insidious occasions for 
superficial study the imitation slipshod study due chil- 
dren’s studying together rooms where people are convers- 
ing. habit close study very difficult develop under 
such circumstances, and only possible with the strongest sort 
initiative and the best habits attention. Even when only two 
study together either both lose one does. Studying together 
tends emphasize results rather than processes, and like any 
scheme education which relies the memory students, 
dwarfs their ability study. 

Dr. Earhart, her excellent book, gives the only results 
that have specific attempt train the child his study 
habits. Considering the complexity the habit, the shortness 
the period training (three months), and other far from 
ideal conditions for the experiment, believe that her results 
show that direct training study may advantageous. 
Further than that, there seems reason why attention 
should not directed certain phases difficulty forming 
the study habit. Take the analysis problem into its data. 
Practice might given working out the full implications 
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problem themselves without any further attempt solve it, 
all the data might marshaled ready for synthesizing and the 
students practiced the organization and formulation itself. 
have known such work being done arithmetic, and some 
phases language, history and nature study. Other 
the minor habits might similarly specialized. 

hard specify the form which tendencies lapse from 
any these varied habits will take. Each subject has, how- 
ever, its own points difficulty. Any way bringing those 
concretely before the student illustration from one’s own 
other personal experience, showing how those difficulties were 
met, will serve both encouragement and warning against 
dangers. 

The consequences failure form habit study are, 
from his point view, not notably apparent vital the 
child. willing take the chances, unless the teacher 
invests laziness, idleness and ignorance with such atmos- 
phere undesirableness, recognized and unrecognized, that 
feels advance their unpleasantness. Nor the unknown 
illegitimate sort damper attach shiftless habit. 

results show actual lapse from effective study evi- 
dent that the consequences such lapse should not over- 
looked. Their far-reaching results must made apparent 
and distasteful possible. 

Perhaps the most important injunction all for the preven- 
tion slipshod habits study train the child criticise 
his own attitude and method. holds himself his work 
and criticises his method, profiting all suggestions made for 
its improvement, his end the process forming the habit 
study will duly cared for. remains only for the teacher 
make due provision for his part. 

this point have considered study only habit 
seriously attempting acquire ideas one sort another. 
all acts mechanical memorizing and practice, such 
are represented memoriter work skill playing 
musical instrument, study habit forming habits. often 
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includes even the preliminary acquiring the idea, but the 
same initiative will apply both directions; for this 
continuation elaboration the habit acquiring ideas. 

these habits the ordinary phases habit only need 
emphasized. The student must have initiative; must prac- 
tice, and practice attentively, and must guard against any 
departure from the specific habit pathways. 

If, after this unfolding the complications habit, disap- 
pointment felt its baffling nature, can only say that the 
complication there. not always necessary dwell upon 
it. Much takes care itself. But, occasionally all, 
and often some us, have meet the issue squarely. the 
child wish teach the art study ever learn, shall 
need make all possible use our ability analyze the study 
habit. fully present and illustrate its intricacies would far 
transcend the time limit this discussion.

question how study not only important, 
but good deal broader than how teach. 
involves probably all that teaching involves, plus 
the exercise initiative which one the 
largest factors either teaching studying. 
ought realize the magnitude our 
topic. Strange say, this very different 
topic from how toteach. This past week asked 
class graduate students, who were discussing recitation 
The Lady the Lake, would you study that 
poem?” but there was ready find, right along, 
that experienced teachers can tell how teach and yet cannot 
tell how given subject. The reason that the point 
view different. shall not attempt into this 
length; but there radical difference between the two, 
that have not only larger problem, but problem involving 
very different point view. requires consider the 
whole teaching process from the position the learner. 

good many might find difficulty defining what 
mean teaching. old definition was: Teaching con- 
sists telling and making understand.” very simple 
affair. you have fluency speech and are able under- 
stand, yourself, you are probably capable teaching! Teach- 
ing here wholly defined terms the teacher’s activity. 
This question, how study, means consideration the learning 
process terms the learner’s activity. other words, 
when one teaches properly, what are the children todo? 
can easily define teaching terms the teacher’s activity 
but extremely difficult define terms the learner’s. 
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Thus made still clearer that the point view very 
different the two cases. 

Now let take relative values and the basis for judging 
them. 

librarian Michigan last November that she had 
often her work librarian observed the young people the 
higher grades the elementary schools and also the high 
schools taking notes from reference works the library. She 
said that was rule that soon they found the 
article they wanted, they took out their paper and began 
copy. That indicates remarkable neglect 
relative values. Undoubtedly they should read the article 
through and make their minds what the main thoughts are, 
and avoid much writing. All topics study ordinarily con- 
sist facts various kinds. There are broad and narrow 
facts, say, and all these taken together are merely the crude 
material knowledge. When are able reproduce the 
contents book chapter, have merely gotten together 
the raw materials that must worked over substantially 
through thinking. This working over” consists largely 
consideration the relative values. Some the details are 
broad and others narrow. Some the abstractions also are 
broad and some are narrow. there are all sizes ideas; 
and when young people study, they should realize that there 
are these different grades; they should pick out the broader 
ones and confine their attention them large extent. 

order that, advisable for them sit with their 
books open, the study history science geography. 
Both emphasis and neglect are here called for. Teachers 
might often well ask, What portion the lesson 
you think you ought neglect—which, after reading 
once, you need not bother about further?” Young people 
should taught neglect with more intelligence. 
appreciate relative values, must put emphasis some 
places; but cannot that unless neglect other 
places. Children are too often taught pay equal attention 
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everything. For recently ran across this example 
with thirteen-year-old girl. Thirty-five sheep were bought 
for $140. They were sold for $160. What was the profit? 
She hesitated over the said: the 
example, ought something with it.” 
that man and bought sheep, etc. The average 
child will try useevery number. respect our examples 
arithmetic are not complex enough. There ought 
chance for neglect there, that mathematics can lined 
with geography and literature possessing relative values. 

There another very important kind relative values. 
far, have shown that some facts compared with others are far 
broader and far larger. Facts vary also their worth the 
learner, aside from their size and worth comparison with one 
another. When you read book pedagogy not 
believe you usually try assimulate and remember everything. 
you read you are more less critical. You skip pages, 
perhaps perhaps several chapters. You are selective 
your study. You not only realize that some thoughts are 
broader than others, but you also raise the question, What 
the good even the broader facts?” Are they sound and also 
worth you? That the way you read book 
pedagogy. the way you read amagazinearticle. You 
read editorials newspapers the same way. 

Teachers, body, are extremely careless regard this 
kind values. Many teacher says: Have you worked 
every problem?” often, pupil works two three 
them, ought, his time valuable all, skip the 
others, for they are too simple solve. Many teachers have 
the habit requiring everything, and thus preventing the con- 
sideration these life values. 

But must learn allow for perspective the demands 
make upon our children, and also cultivate the habit 
weighing the life values facts. They must weigh the rela- 
tive values themselves they are have knowledge, they 
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are develop good judgment, and they are fitted for 
life outside school. question whether the mere collecting 
facts, without weighing their final worth, ever allowable. 
the other hand would say that most our studying 
mainly collecting. relative values are present, 
ought weigh those values and try determine what most 
nearly related our own lives. That kind work should 
begin, too, just soon foolishness begins, and you all know 
how soon foolishness does begin. often complain school 
that children not show judgment. Yet there are extremely 
few teachers who can tell how they have been expecting 
develop judgment the part the children. Here 
found the means some extent. 

Now hope more concrete remarks. recently 
taught class children who were studying Fisk’s United 
States History, particularly the colonies New Amsterdam 
New York and Pennsylvania. One reason desired conduct 
the recitation was that could not first see any real values 
these topics, and wished experiment. The large heavy- 
printed headings the text, covering about eight pages, were

They did not 
give that even then, however, for they thought that they ought 
follow the ordinary routine, they again began tell about 
New Netherlands becoming New York. said: doubt 
that really much interest you. there anything here 
that you know that you care about?”

Then suggested that there was probably 
one thing, least. Some one then mentioned the last para- 
graph the lesson. said: What there interesting about 
that?”

Some time ago read introduction Stevenson’s Treasure 
ten fifteen pages. You may remember that 
Stevenson was called his teachers the pattern 
relates that fact himself. would not work the way the 
teacher wanted him to. Now teacher, good many years 
ago had reached the conclusion that the individuality each 
pupil should respected; and since had learned appre- 
ciate this thought, this paragraph bearing upon the point 
seemed especially valuable me. further. Stevenson 
wrote the first fifteen chapters his Treasure Island the 
rate chapter day. drew from various other books 
that had read, but the time was not conscious that 
was using other sources everything seemed fully his 
own. But admitted later that had drawn from numerous 
other sources. has long been conviction that one largely 
forgets the source the thought that one has fully assimilated. 
And having learned value this idea highly, this portion the 
introduction also seemed very important me. 
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the recitation The Lady the Lake above referred 
to, the children were asked select the portions that appealed 
them most strongly. They chose various parts, including 
scenery and the love story. But being only ten years old, 
they could not select very intelligently from poem mature. 
They lacked the experience, for instance, judge the value 
lines dealing with the sentiment love. Last November 
saw recitation subordinate clauses third-year high 
school class. students named all the subordinate con- 
junctions that there are, and then they gave example 
every kind subordinate clause. There was much life the 
class, and would ordinarily have been called good recita- 
tion. But from the point relative values—the consideration 
which makes large part good doubt 
the recitation possessed much worth. teacher had asked 
What the most important thing this lesson?” they could 
not have answered all. All the facts seemed about 
the same value, and indeed very small value. 

Perhaps enough has now been said make clear the follow- 
ing facts: that the judging relative values should constitute 
large part good studying thinking; that the only basis 
for judging values facts the pupil found the facts 
that has already learned value; and that, finally, 
order pass sane judgments the facts instruction must 
connected closely with the learner’s more interesting 
experiences.

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dealing with immature unintelligent beings, under one the 
other which classes most school pupils belong, necessary 
have rules and enforce them. But proportion intelligence 
exists increases, the need for rules diminishes. might almost 
reverse the statement and say that proportion petty rules diminish 
intelligence increases. For this the truth which wish call 
attention, viz.: That the multiplication rules school and else- 
develops slavish observance the letter the law the 
sacrifice the spirit intelligent comprehension and action. Thus 
automatons are produced, but not independent, thinking beings who 
are fitted make their own judgments and take the initiative 
important enterprises after life. There are too many many 
schools. Too much mental energy expended the mere effort 
remember and observe them. The effect mentally and morally un- 
healthful. The discipline such schools repressive, not stimula- 
tive. Mere formal accuracy takes the place principled and 
intelligent choice what right and fitting.

office and begins practical business. Almost any employer would 
bear witness the fact that for the first six weeks more the prin- 
ciple obstacle success the case young stenographers found 
the slavish adherence rules that have been enforced the school.

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Foreign Notes 


The death King Edward has brought into vivid light the signifi- 
cance his short reign which gave the world the most impressive 
example government influence that modern history has record. 
The source that influence was undoubtedly the King’s intelligent 
comprehension other peoples with customs and ideals unlike those 
his own nation. This form altruism particularly needed 
among ourselves our relations with the Latin peoples our own 
continent extend, and our teachers can find finer illustration its 
effects than the change wrought England’s relation continental 
nations through the personal influence her lamented ruler. 

The growing importance Oriental languages Western nations 
explains the action the English Government appointing special 
committee inquire into the state Oriental studies the universi- 
ties the kingdom. The results the inquiry, which are published, 
show that while there are not wanting professors fully competent 
train students the Chinese and other tongues the Far East, there 
forceful organization the studies such has been effected 
the Paris school Oriental languages, the fiir Orienta- 
lische Sprachen, University Berlin. 

The committee concludes its elaborate investigation convinced, 
apparently, that England wishes maintain commercial supremacy 
the East, well organized and forceful school Oriental studies 
must organized the metropolis. 

The increasing attendance upon universities interesting fact 
the current record education France. Paris, which had 16,179 
students 1907, registered 16,940 1908; the provincial universi- 
ties also show yearly increase. Montpellier, for example, had 2,069 
students gain above the year previous.
